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Firemen, police harassed at scene of iire 
Wheeling High library totaled by firebombs

A blaze touched off by several fire- 


bombs Saturday night destroyed the 
Wheeling High School library. Damage 
to the school could range up to $1 mil- 
lion. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bcrnlc Koeppcn 


said evidence found at the school, 000 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., Indicates that several cola 
bottles filled with a flammable liquid 
were thrown Into the building, starting 
the fire. 


One member of the Civil Defense team 


called out to guard the school later said 
It appeared that four or five "Molotov 
cocktails" caused the blaze, which began 
about 11 p.m. 


Wheeling police arrested five teenagers 


who reportedly were part of an unruly 
crowd that threw rocks and bottles at 
police and firemen at the fire scene. No 
one was injured. 


MOST OP THE damage was to the 


school library, located In about the 
middle of the north side of the building. 
Also heavily damaged was an audio-vis- 
ual lab directly west of the library. Two 
classrooms above the library were dam- 
aged slightly by fire and more heavily by 
smoke. 


Apparently, two relatively unsuccessful 


fire bombs were thrown through windows 
of a room located at the northeast corner 
of the building. One of the bombs appar- 
ently extinguished itself when It hit the 
room floor and the second only et fire to 
the window, officials said. 


Thomas Cosgrovo, physical plant direc- 


tor of High School Dlst. 214, said Sunday 
the damage total would probably be be- 
tween $300,000 and $L million. Earlier, 


one policeman also offered a $1 million 
damage estimate. No damage estimate 
was available from the, fire department. 


THE FIVE ARRESTS were made after 


Cook County Sheriff's police and state 
police were called In to help Wheeling 
police control the partially unruly crowd. 


Four of those arrested were charged 


with disorderly conduct. They were Ke- 
vin F. Doyle, 17, of 16 Ookwood Dr., 
Prospect Heights; Irwin J. Kopccky, 17, 
of an unavailable Wheeling address; 
Donald C. McEwcn, 17, of 012 Wilshire 
Dr., Wheeling; and Daniel Crcpas, 17, of 
'an unavailable Wheeling address. Police 
said all four, who were allegedly Identi- 
fied as participants In the rock and bottle 
throwing, were released on bond and will 
appear June 25 In the Arlington Heights 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


THE FIFTH PERSON arrested was 


Mark Torp, 17, of 70S Elmhurst Rd., 
Wheeling. He was charged with aggra- 
vated battery and resisting arrest. Bond- 
ed out, he will appear June 28 in the 
Arlington Heights court. 


The fire Itself was extinguished within 


30 minutes Saturday by firemen. One 
fireman, Andy Neargardcr, cut his hand 
while fighting the blaze and he received 
six stitches In the hand at Highland Park 
Hospital. Cleanup and preliminary in- 
vestigations lasted until 4:30 a.m. Sun- 
day. Further investigation by police and 
the State Fire Marshal's office resumed 
later Sunday and took several more 
hours. 


Wheeling police said they spent all 


night Saturday unsuccessfully trying to 
discover a motive for the firebombing. 
"We can't find a motive yet," Lt. Ted 
Bracke said. 


Bombing won't 
halt last-week 
school activities 


It will be school "as usual as possible" 


today at Wheeling High School. 


Several fire bombs caused between 


$500,000 and $1 million estimated damage 
late Saturday at the north end of the 900 
S. Elmhurst Rd. school. Almost totally 
destroyed was the school library, where 
only rows of scorched and blackened 
books remain standing. Also damaged 
was an audio-visual laboratory west of 
the library and two classrooms above the 
library. 


Most classes will be held as usual to- 


day, according to Thomas Cosgrove, 
physical plant director for High School 
Dlst. 214. He said the fire should inter- 
fere little, if at all, with this, the last 
week of the school year. 


The only exception, Cosgrove said, will 


be the loss of the school library. He said 
almost everything, including books, will 
have to be replaced. Cosgrove added, 
however, that he did not believe any of 
the books would be irreplaceable. 
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Parks weigh pool pass offer 
to attract new blood donors 


Wheeling Park District pool passes 


soon may be used to attract more donors 
to the Wheeling Community Blood Plan. 


Park board members have endorsed a 


suggestion from Comr. Gene Sackett that 
the district offer boood donors cither free 
pool passes or a credit towards a pool 
pass. 


In suggesting the program, Sackett 


said the blood plan may soon die due to 
tack of community response. The two- 
year-old blood plan will be canceled If 


700 pints of blood arc not collected by the 
end of the year. Only 316 pints have been 
collected so far after three of five draw- 
ings scheduled for the year. 


ALTHOUGH THE blood plan offers 


free blood replacement to all village resi- 
dents, Sackett said It is difficult for 
people to see the value of the program. 
He said residents need a more concrete 
reward for donating blood because they 
are not faced with an immediate need 
for blood replacement. 


Hart trial set June 17; 
Bieber testimony awaited 


The trial of former Wheeling trustee 


William Hart, has been delayed until 
Juno 17 so his attorney con call Building 
Director William Blcber to testify as a 
witness. 


Bieber, a codofendant In the Hart case, 


Is scheduled to appear in U.S. District 
Court at 10 a.m. today to reportedly 
plead guilty to federal charges of ex- 
tortion, conspiracy, perjury and incomn 
tax evasion in that and three other cases. 


The building director, however, may 


be unable to appear since ho is currently 
In Lutheran General Hospital being 
treated for a back ailment and skin dis- 
ease. 


BIEBER CANNOT bo colled to testify 


In the Hart case until ho pleads guilty, 
since he could Incriminate himself 
through his testimony. And he cannot 
plead until ho Is released from the hospi- 
tal. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Steven Kndlson 


said Bieber will bo in court today "if he's 
physically able." 


Members of the U.S. Attorney's Office 


have been indicating for several weeks 
that negotiations are under way with Ble> 
ber's attorney. There can be no final- 
izatlon of these negotiations until the 
building director is able to appear in 
U.S. District Court 


Blcber and Hart are two of six former 


and present Wheeling and Cook County 


officials Indicted Jan. 31 following a 
year-long federal grand jury probe into 
shakedowns of Wheeling developers. Two 
of the six have already pleaded guilty 
and been sentenced to prison terms. 


HART WAS originally scheduled to 


stand trial today on charges that he con- 
spired with Bieber and former Wheeling 
Township Democratic commlttecman 
James Stavros to commit extortion 
against Bernard Wasmcr of the Duo Sign 
Co. Charges against Stavros in this case 
were dropped at the time he pleaded 
guilty to extorting $92,000 from three 
Wheeling developers. 


Former Wheeling trustee Michael Va- 


Icnzo Is also scheduled to appear as a 
government witness in the Hart trial. He 
was one of the six officials Indicted Jon. 
31. He has since pleaded guilty and been 
sentenced to a nine-month prison term. 


Valcnza Is Hart's former business part- 


ner In the Night and Day Electric Sign 
Co. He left that firm to open a hot dog 
stand with fire and police commissioner 
Vcrn Nystrom. Hart and Valenza also 
served on the village board at the same 
time. 


The Hart trial is expected to last two 


days once started. Hart has waived his 
right to a jury trial, and his attorney will 
argue the case before U.S. District Judge 
Abraham Lincoln Marovitz. 


"People always say, "It will never 


happen to me,'" Sackett said, adding 
that many people probably figure they 
will face the problem of blood replace- 
ment when an emergency arises. 


Sackett also said the park district 


might offer a more concrete reward by 
giving blood donors a free season family 
pass to the park swimming pools. The 
family pass Is worth $25. 


Recreation Director Rich Haddock said 


he favors the program, but preferred to 
offer donors a credit towards a pool 
pass. Ho said this would stimulate pool 
pass sales and bring more people to use 
the district's'swimming pools. 


THE PARK district has been trying to 


Increase pool use for some time. Earlier 
this year, the board members threatened 
to end open swims at the Indoor Nep- 
tune's Pool if attendance did not In- 
crease. 


Board members agreed that Sackett's 


suggestion could benefit both the park 
district and the blood plan, sponsored by 
the Wheeling Joycees. 


James Branson, blood plan chairman, 


said he is pleased with the park district 
suggestion. "I think it would help attract 
people to the blood program," he said. 
"However, the question is how many." 


THE JAYCEES must attract nearly 


200 donors at each of the next two blood 
drawings in order to meet the 700 pint 
quota. This year's first two drawings 
each attracted a few more than 100 per- 
sons, while the third drawing brought 
only 84 pints of blood. 


THE 700-PINT figure represents about 


4 per cent of Wheeling's population, the 
amount nationally estimated to cover all 
blood replacement needs. 


While several organizations have en- 


dorsed the blood plan, Branson said the 
park district is the first group to make a 
serious effort to bolster the plan. He said 
this type of community support is "long 
overdue." 


Branson aaid he would like to meet 


with the park district to "find out exactly 
what they are willing to offer." 


The park board, however, delayed that 


decision until the next scheduled meeting 
when all park commissioners are .pre- 
sent. The next blood drawing is sched- 
uled for September.

Heritage Park West basin 
ready for boating by '75? 
The inside story

The Heritage Park West retention ba- 


sin may be usable for boating and fishing 
before the end of the summer of 1975. 


Wheeling Park Commissioners are 


pushing the village to finalize plans for 
dredging the basin, with landscaping and 
other work completed later as part of a 
phased program.' 


In a meeting with Village Trustee Wil- 


liam Hein, commissioners asked that the 
village not wait for the full $450,000 
needed for the project to become avail- 
able. They noted that the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District has pledged $100,000 for 
improvement to the basin and said this 
would provide nearly enough money to 
dredge the retention pond. 


"It's ridiculous to think of the whole 


thing until we get the hole there," said 
Comr. Gene Sackett, noting that by dredg- 
.ing the basin the park district would at 
least be able to use the pond for fishing 
and boating. 


CURRENTLY, the basin is not deep 


enough for either boating or fishing. 
Park board members have been unhappy 
with the basin ever since it was installed 
in 1969. They say the basin has been an 
eyesore and unfit for recreation, al- 
though land for the retention pond was 
donated so that recreation could be ex- 
panded. 


Park Supt. Dave Phillips made it clear 


that the park district plans to make the 
village keep its promise to create a re- 
tention basin that Is both effective for 
flood control and useful for recreation. 


"It is the village's responsibility to de- 


velop that basin as It would be functional 
to us as well as to the rest of the commu- 


nity," Phillips said. He said the park 
district would be willing to assume some 
of the cost of landscaping, but said 
primary responsibility for the project lay 
with the village. 


HEIN ADMITTED that the MSD is 


waiting for a firm commitment from the 
village and park district before releasing 
the $100,000 for improvements for the ba- 
sin. "We haven't made our com- 
mitment," he said. "It's a matter of 
money." 


The trustee noted that the village is 


currently involved with two other major 
flood projects which he would like to see 
completed before the Heritage Park 
work begins. 


Hein, however, said the village will 


hove groundwork for the project com- 
pleted by the fall, which might allow con- 
struction to begin in the spring of 1975, 
with completion in the late summer or 
early fall. 


"This is something we have to decide 


when we sit down to discuss the budget 
is how much we are going to spend on 
Heritage Park West," Hein said. "I 
would like to see all the old projects fin- 
ished up before we start a new one." 


ALTHOUGH HEIN said he would rath- 


er see the Heritage Park project done all 
at one time, he agreed that the dredging 
of the basin would be a step in the right 
direction. 


"I think the best thing we can do is 


formulate a plan and get down to the 
MSD and get that $100,000," he said. 


The trustee promised to return to the 


park board next month with more facts 
and figures on the basin project. He said

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Striking 


nurses, may in starched white uniforms, 
picketed 40 Northern California hospitals 
Sunday In support of their demand for 
less work and more pay. 


Entire floors of some hospitals were 


shut down In the third day of the walk- 
out. A survey of tho hospitals in- 
dicated about one-third of tho patients 
who had been admitted for non-critical 
treatment had been discharged until tho 
strike was over. 


Only public hospitals in the San Fran-. 


Cisco Bay area were not struck. 


Tire affected hospitals postponed elec- 


tive surgery and the 27-bcd tonsillectomy 
ward at Children's Medical Center in 
Oakland has been closed since the strike 
beson Friday. 


There was no movement reported by 


cither side toward settlement of the 
strike affecting 4.000 members of the 
California Nurses Assn. 


The nurses arc seeking a $60 monthly 


pay boost. Improved pension and retire- 
ment plans and every other weekend off. 


The strike also involved demands for in- 
creased staffing of intensive care units 
and training programs, a spokesman 
sold. 


"All hospitals represented In the strike 


hove lines out In front," said Early 
Trumbull, employe relations specialist 
for the nurses. 


Outlying Son Francisco suburb? have 


nearly 100 per cent supervisory person- 
nel coming in to do the work, he said. 


Karen Dunlap, In charge of. man- 


agement labor relations for nine struck 
San Francisco hospitals, said arrange- 
ments for nurses to aid staffing of wards 
with critical patients were working out 
satisfactorily.

Union members 
will return to work only after ratification of the contract by 
all union members, probably Wednesday.

Kenneth Rush, President Nixon's economic coordinator, 


said yesterday that tho government's budget .will definitely 
run in the red In tho next fiscal year, but a balanced budget 
Is possible by 1976. Rush said the administration is trying to 
trim "as much as wo feasibly can" from the $303 billion 
spending program for fiscal 1976.

Killer tornadoes, torrential rains and 


flash floods that battered portions of 
K a n s a s , Oklahoma and Arkansas 
claimed at least 21 lives and caused mil- 
lions of dollars damage, officials said 
Sunday. 


The tornadoes dipped out of black 


clouds during the weekend to smash a 
shopping center and trailer park at Em- 
poria, Kan. 


A tornado ripped the roof off a 


crowded nursing home at Drumright, 
Okla., cutting a mile-long, three-block 
wide swath through the community of 
3,000 between Tulsa and Oklahoma City. 
. In Arkansas, the late spring storm sys- 
tem dumped 13 inches of rain within 24 
hours and four persons drowned. 


Kansas counted four dead and Okla- 


homa at least 11. The governors of the 
weather-battered states toured the devas- 
tation and sought federal disaster relief 
assistance. 


The Kansas tornado destroyed nearly 


100 mobile homes at Emporia and devas- 
tated 22 businesses in the shopping cen- 
ter. 


Oral Roberts University at Tulsa suf- 


fered an estimated $750,000 damage to an 
administration building and a new aero- 
batics complex. 


Four inches of rain hit in three hours at 


Tulsa, causing extensive flooding. Dam- 
age was estimated at $20 million by Red 
Cross director Joe Cunningham. 


Nixon leaves for Middle East today

President Nixon will leave on his trip 


to the Middle East this morning, affirm; 
ing the diplomatic triumphs spearheaded 
by Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
over the past several months. 


Accompanied by Kissinger, chief of 


staff Gen. Alexander M. Haig and Mrs. 
Nixon among others in the official party, 
Nixon will be given a ceremonial send-off 
on the White House south lawn before a 9 
a.m. EOT departure. 


The party will stop in Salzburg, 


Austria, first for a two-day jet lag rest 
stop, then fly on to visits in Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria, Israel and Jordan. 


The leaders of the four Arab nations 


were reported eager to invite Nixon, and 
are expected to make their own political 
capital as they look westward for the 
first time since the June, 1967, war. Am- 
bassadors for all the countries to be vis- 
ited will be on hand for the send-off. 


Nixon, who spent most of Sunday 


studying diplomatic surveys at the White 
House, said the goal of the trip is to 
"build on the progress" already achieved 
with the military disengagement of

Means Committee bill on oil depletion to 
the floor Wednesday under a procedure 
that would require unanimous consent to 
limit debate and which would open it up 
to amendments. 


The Arkansas Democrat made the un- 


usual decision to battle with the House 
Democratic Caucus which voted earlier 
to open the measure to two specific 
amendments. 


Rather than concede that the. caucus 


has decided to open hearings, Mills said 
he will ask his panel to exercise the com- 
mittee's rarely used authority to bring a 
bill directly to the House floor without 
going through the Rules Committee. 


Not since 1930 when the House debated 


into the night for weeks over the Smoot-

The committee measure would phase 


out the controversial oil depletion allow- 
ance over three years and raise tax reve- 
nues by $4 billion. It also would set a so- 
called "windfall profits tax" on oil pro- 
ducers that would collect another $11.9 
billion in revenue over the five year life 
of the tax. 


House tax reformers want to wipe out 


the oil depletion allowance immediately, 
and tills is an amendment the Democrat- 
ic caucus voted to allow to be offered on 
the floor. 


The Senate may end up its own tax 


fight this week if Sen. Edward M. Kenne- 
dy, D-Mass., and a group of colleagues 
follow through with their plans to offer a 
combination tax reform and tax cut pro- 
posal as a rider on a minor tariff bill. 


The Senate must first dispose of the 


$21.8 billion military procurement au- 
thorization bill which it debated and 
amended all last week. A final vote on 
the measure, after further attempts to 
amend, is set for Tuesday.

Daniel Pierce,, 
D-Highknd Park, state central com- 
mlttceman for the 12th District, said ho 
already has received notices from 21 
candidates for the two positions. He said 
ho expects as many as SO names on the 
ballot when the electors meet next Tues- 
day to select the delegates.

Another bone of contention'arose over 


the question of how the voting for dele- 
gates will be conducted. Pierce said a 
secret ballot will be taken unless it is 
ruled out by the state central committee. 


Mrs. Chapman said she believed that 


the people who voted for the delegate 
electors are entitled to a roll can vote so 
they may know what candidates for dele- 
gate they voted for.

July hearings to aid 
in college-funding study 


by WANDALY.V RICE 


Public hearings will be held in July by 


a committee studying the financing of 
the state's community colleges for the II- 
linois Board of Higher Education. 


Exact dates for tho hearings, expected 


to be held in Chicago and Springfield, 
have not been set, but committee mem- 
bers Friday agreed to try to have pre- 
liminary recommendations for changes 
In college financing by November. 


"Wo are not bound by any pre- 


conceived notions," William Browdcr, se- 
nior vice president of the Trans Union 
Corp. and chairman of the committee, 
told the group. 


THE 20O1EMBER committee has been 


asked by the board of higher education 
to study tho wholo area of community 
college finance, including both provisions 
for state support for annual operating 
funds and for college construction. 


Members of tho committee include 


Ray Bruno, chairman of the Illinois Com- 
munity College Board and members of 
several community college boards, in- 
cluding Elgin Community College, Carl 
Sandburg Community College in Gates- 
burg and Illinois Eastern College in 01- 
ney. 


The committee heard reports from 


members of the board of higher educa- 
tion staff who explained some of tho 
problems with community college fund- 
ing, Including the fact that the state has 
never provided the amount promised 
when tho law creating tho colleges was 
passed in 196S. 


WHILE THE AMOUNT of money op- 


proprlalcd by the state since 1065 has 
been increased from about $13 million to 
$70 million last year, according to Bcrnlo 
Warcn of tho board staff, the amount has 
not come up to 60 per cent of tho total 
operating funds as promised when tho 


law was passed* except for the first year. 
The state's share of the total community 
college expenditures was 34.8 per cent 


> lost year, Waren said. 


In addition, Bruno sold that while the 


stato has appropriated $280 million for 
construction funds at the state's 28 com- 
munity colleges, it has paid only about 60 
per cent of the total cost of construction, 
not 75 per cent as originally planned. 


Cameron West, executive director of 


tho stato board, said, "If one puts down 
even preliminary figures on the com- 
mitments that have been made by this 
state, you can see there is a tremendous 
bill to be paid. One of the things tho com- 
mittee will have to do is look at the origi- 
nal commitment." 


IN* PROCEEDING WITH the study, 


which may produce recommendations 
that could be implemented as soon as tho 
1975-76 fiscal year, the committee agreed 
to meet in July with representatives 
from California, Florida, New York and 
Nebraska to hear about methods of fi- 
nancing community colleges in those 
states in addition to holding public bear- 
ings. 


Once tho committee has preliminary 


recommendations in the fall, Browdcr 
said, further public hearings will be held. 


Currently, community colleges receive 


$18.50 for each credit hour in which a 
student is enrolled, and an additional $5 
for each credit hour in technical voca- 
tional courses. Fourteen community col- 
leges, with poor tax bases also receive 
"equalization" aid in addition to the 
credit hour grants. In tho Northwest sub- 
urbs neither Harper nor Oakton qualifies 
for equalization aid. 


The largest share of the costs of com- 


munity colleges is paid through local 
taxes, with smaller amounts coming 
•from student tuition and from federal 
funds.

"Who knows with the federal govern- 


ment," he said. 


Alice Harms, another village trustee, 


siild the assumption by tho village has 
always been that tho Army would vacate 
the land. She said the past actions of the 
village plan commission in keeping tho 
area around the base zoned for single- 
family homes rather than commercial in- 
dicated this belief. 


The pickets divided into three groups 


of marchers. One group marched along 
Central Road in front of tho fence, while 
another group circled the Army Reserve 
goto. 


Tho third sot of protesters marched on 


tho north side of Central Road. 


THE COMMITTEE'S slogan, "Park 


games in; Army games out," was chant- 
ed by tho marchers, who were led by 
rally marshals equipped with bullhorns. 


There were no Incidents; however, uni- 


formed personnel from the base chained 
tho gate shut. 


Squad cars from tho Arlington Heights 


police department occasionally drove by 
tho picketing, but did not stop. 


The crowd was about evenly divided 


between children and adults. Most car- 
ried signs and affixed bumper stickers 
with tho committee slogan to their cloth- 
Ing and hats. 


Stormwater 
ordinance 
vote tonight 


The Wheeling Village Board tonight 


will vote on a comprehensive stormwa- 
ter-control ordinance that would require 
most developers to provide stormwater 
retention. 


The ordinance was granted preliminary 


approval last week and was posted for 
public inspection. It would require reten- 
tion facilities of all Industrial and com- 
mercial developments and for all resi- 
dential developments larger than three 
acres. 


In addition, the ordinance, drafted by 


consulting engineer William Lindley, out- 
lines specifications for retention basins. 
It would require erosion and slltatlon 
controls, as well as Increasing the 
amount of water retained at each proj- 
ect. 


The board also Is scheduled to receive 


a report from Village Mgr. George Pas- 
solt on the use of federal revenue sharing 
funds. 


Two annexations will be reviewed by 


the board. The first Is for property at 
2324-2330 Hlntz Rd., while the second is 
for property at the northwest corner of 
Hlntz and Wolf roads. 


The meeting will begin at 8 p.m. at the

Park district tvrapup 
Funds for park 
site approved 


The Wheeling Park District has received final confirmation 


of a 50 per cent government grant for the purchase of a 3.1- 
acre park site off Valley Stream Drive. 


The park board is in the process of finalizing the purchase 


of the property from Hollywood Builders for $32,500. Fifty per 
cent of the purchase price will be refunded by the govern- 
ment. 


Park Supt. Dave Phillips said the site will be developed 


along with the 10-acre Chllderley Retreat House property, 506 
McHenry Rd., which abuts the 3.1-acre parcel. 


Development of the site is still open for discussion, accord- 


ing to Phillips. "It will be mainly developed as a nature area 
that will not be highly developed with ball fields and that type 
of thing," he said. "We would really like to blend in with the 
setting, which is really a natural and wild type of setting." 


Purchase of the property is part of a general expansion 


program in which the district is acquiring new sites to plan 
for future population growth. The program is also designed to 
provide recreation areas in all sections of the district. 


Currently, the northwest section of the village has only one 


recreation area at the Eugene Field School. 


The park district's share of the $32,500 will come from the 


$700,000 park improvements referendum approved by voters 
in December 1972. 


Football equipment grant 


The Wheeling Park Football Committee has donated $778.19 


towards the purchase of football equipment for the district's 
fall tackle football program. 


The money was raised by the citizens' group through two 


bowling parties and will be used to purchase helmets and 
jerseys for the football program. 


The committee was formed several months ago to bolster 


the park football program and provide better equipment and 
coaching for area your gsters. 


Committee members hope to raise more funds for the pro- 


gram with a baseball hitting booth at the Jaycees Fourth of 
July carnival at Wheeling High School. 


Park board members approved the initial purchase of foot- 


ball helmets and jerseys for the fall program. A maximum of 
$3,939.20 will be spent to outfit 200 boys with equipment from 
the Athletic Equipment Co. of Chicago.

The park district has completed the plating of more than 


300 rose bushes in the formal garden at Chamber of Com- 
merce Park.

Homeowners win a round from K&B 


by NANCY COWGER 


Harrington Square homeowners won a 


victory Friday when Cook County Circuit 
Court Judge Nathan Cohen refused to 
throw out their lawsuit against Kaufman 
and Broad Home Sales Inc. 


Judge Cohen said he found the argu- 


ments advanced by homeowners' attor- 
ney William Davies of Hanover Park 
"novel." He said Davies presented a 
"wholesome theory" 
and 
successful 


proof of his cose "con act as an added 
deterrent to this sort of reprehensible 
act," paying bribes to win zoning from 
municipalities. 


The homeowners suit alleges the mon- 


ey K&B paid in bribes to six former 
Hoffman Estates officials was reim- 
bursed to corporate funds by adding the 
cost to tho sale price of Harrington 
Square homes. It asserts the home pur- 
chasers were unwittingly involved in a 
felony by providing funds via their home 
payments to finance the bribes, and asks 
a partial refund of purchase prices. 


FRIDAY'S COURT session was a hear- 


ing on K&B's motion to dismiss the suit. 


Judge Cohen disputed K&B's con- 


tention that there is no proof bribes were 
ever paid, and gave Davies 30 days in 
which to produce evidence that funds 
from home purchases were used to meet 
the cost of them. Robert A. Downing, 
K&B's lawyer, will have 30 days to reply. 


Downing also is to provide evidence to 


prove K&B's no contest plea to bribery 
charges in federal court is not tan- 


tamount to a guilty plea. Judge Cohen 
said "the law is clear" that no contest is 
equivalent to a guilty plea, and offered to 
cite dozens of cases proving the point 
himself. Even if Downing is right, Davies 
still has the option of proving the bribes 
were paid, Judge Cohen said, and added, 
"I believe he can." 


ALTHOUGH DOWNING said once dur- 


ing the hearing he could prove K&B did 
not pay bribes, he also said any costs 
connected with bribes were incurred be- 
fore home construction started, and 
"went into the value of the land." 


Downing also maintained that no-con- 


test pleas, such as K&B entered in the 
federal criminal case, "sometimes are 
made In a cost saving device." Judge 
Cohen called that a "shallow excuse," 
and said "a 
corporation this size 


wouldn't permit itself to be stigmatized 
by pleading nob contendre (no-contest) 
regardless of the cost." 


Davies said before the hearing started 


he would consider failure of K&B's dis- 
missal motion a victory. It might con- 
vince K&B's lawyers to abandon their 
"arrogant" attitude toward the home- 
owners, and consider a settlement, he 
said. 


However, Shirley Gibbons, one of four 


homeowners filing the suit and a mem- 
ber of the homeowners association board 
of directors, said Friday afternoon her 
goal in the suit was not money. 


"My whole reason for going into this 


was not to get $25 for each homeowner, 
but that it would not happen again," said 
Mrs. Gibbons in reference to the bribery 
scandal.

DETROIT (UPI) — The government's 


efforts to get states to enact safety belt- 
use laws by promising them more money 
raises a question: Is the extra cost worth 
it? 


According to a study sponsored by the 


auto industry, which often has questioned 
the value of some of the safety devices 
ordered on cars by the government, the 
answer is "yes." 


While it's difficult to put an exact price 


tag on the safety devices added since the 
Vehicle Safety Act of 1966 went into ef- 
fect, Ford Motor Co. chairman Henry 
Ford II says safety and emissions stan- 
dards have already added $400 to the 
cost of the average car. Another $800 will 
be added in the next few years, he 
warns. 


IN GENERAL, THE introduction of 


the federally required crash protection 
features has made the late-model cars 
safer than earlier models. These features 
include lap belts, shoulder belts, energy 
absorbing steering columns, high pene- 
tration resistant windshields, head re- 
straints and side door beams. 


Each has been instrumental in saving 


lives, says Lindsay I. Griffin III of the 
University of North Carolina's Highway 
Safety Research Center, in a study for 
the Motor Vehicle Manufacturers Assn. 
Each added to the price of the car. 


In a review of studies conducted on the 


various safety devices, Griffin found that 
lap belts apparently "reduce death and 
serious injury to drivers by 40 to 50 per 
cent" For the front seat passengers, the 
reduction is probably between 30 and 40 
per cent. 


The addition'of the shoulder belt, mak- 


ing a three-point system, probably re- 
duces serious or fatal injuries by 50 to 60 
per cent. 


Even with the mandatory buckle-up-be- 


fore-you-drive belts on the 1974 cars, 
safety belt use still has not climbed 
much higher than 60 per cent. To in- 
crease their use, the government is hand- 
ing out Incentive grants to states that 
make them mandatory. 


THOSE STATES THAT enact safety 


belt laws requiring lap belt use by all 
front scat occupants can get grants 


equaling 10 per cent of their apportion, 
ment of federal highway safety funds. 
Requiring lap belt use by all car occu- 
pants gams 15 per cent grants and use of 
lap and shoulder belts by all occupants is 
worth a 25 per cent grant 


"This program provides an outstanding 


opportunity for the states to save at least 
10,000 lives annually and reduce injuries 
and then- severity manyfbld," said Dr. 
James B. Gregory, administrator of the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Admin- 
istration. 


The NHTSA recommends a fine of 


from $10 to $35 for violations of safety 
belt laws, Gregory points out that belt 
use helps prevent vehicle occupants from 
belt laws. 


Emphasizing the need, for state safely 


belt laws, Gregory points out that beit 
use helps prevent vehicle occupants from 
being thrown against the windshields or 
dashboards of their vehicles and from 
being ejected onto the road — the causes 
of most deaths and serious injuries. 


ANOTHER REASON FOR encouraging 


greater use of belts is the hope of avoid' 
ing the need for "passive" safety re- 
straints — such as the air bag — that 
require no action on the part of the driv- 
er or his passengers to protect them' 
selves in a crash. 


Researchers estimate that gaining 60- 


65 per cent safety belt use provides about 
the same over-all protection as having 
all cars equipped with air bags, which, 
under present law, will be required on 
1977-model cars. 


Among other safety devices, the ener- 


gy-absorbing steering colums have been 
shown to reduce deaths and serious in- 
juries by 5 to 10 per cent, according to 
the Griffln study. The new high pene- 
tration-resistant glass is reducing the 
frequency and extent of dangerous and 
disfiguring facial injuries and to a lesser 
extent also is reducing fatalities. 


Head restraints, says the Griffin study, 


have been shown to be most effective in 
rear-end crashes with one report showing 
an 18 per cent reduction in "whiplash" 
injury. 


While there still is no conclusive evi- 


dence on the effectiveness of the side 
door beams, it appears from preliminary 
studies that unbelted drivers suffer less 
severe injuries in beam-equipped cars.

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Drugs can control 
adrenal insufficiency 


Would yon pIcaM explain adrenal In- 


lufflclency. Some yean back I was In 
poor health, losing weight, no appetite 
and exhausted.- When 1 stood motionless 
I passed out. This led my doctor to sus- 
pect that It wu caused by adrenal In- 
sufficiency, lie gave me shots of ACTH. I 
was a new person. 


I took shots for about six years and 


regained my health. In fact, life took on 
a new meaning for mo. I haven't had to 
take any medication, but I had gall blad- 
der surgery, and I know I'd bo In trouble 
again. In the post I'd always had trouble 
after surgery. My nerves were a real 
problem for at least seven months after 
any operation. 


I contacted my former doctor, and the 


night before my surgery I was given In- 
travenous medication. I assume ACTH. 
It was such a different recuperation, 
none of the problems I had had pre- 
viously. If I'd only known this years be- 
fore I could have carried children. 


My question Is "Why does the gland 


function at times and at other times It 
needs help?" I am 49 and going through 
the menopause beautifully. 


Adrenal Insufficiency occurs when the 


outer shell of the adrenal gland falls to 
produce enough hormones. This outer 
shell Is called the adrenal cortex. Its nor- 
mal function depends on stimulation by a 
hormone from the pituitary gland that 
rests underneath the brain. That hor- 
mone Is the adrcno-cortlotroplc hormone, 
abbreviated ACTH. The term ACTH then 
means a hormone that stimulates the 
adrenal cortex. 


There ore two ways that you can have 


adrenal Insufficiency. One would be 
simple failure of the adrenal cortex Itself 
because of some disease or disorder 
within the gland. The other cause would 
bo a failure of the pituitary gland to 
form enough ACTH. 


In your case apparently the doctor felt 


that your problem was Inadequate stimu- 
lation of the adrenal gland and so ho 
gave you ACTH. This in turn stimulated 
the adrenal cortex to produce more 
adrenal hormones and cause the changes 
in symptoms that you have noted. 


If the fault lies In the adrenal gland 


Itself, It's necessary to give adrenal cor-

tlcnl hormones, rather than ACTH, to re- 
place the deficiency. 


P A T I E N T S WITH adrenal in- 


sufficiency usually have weakness, fa- 
tigue, weight loss, tendency to faint 
(which you've described), anemia, prob- 
lems with their digestive tract and some- 
times emotional and mental changes. 
When tho adrenal gland itself is the 
cause, there is sometimes bronxlng of 
tho skin. This docs not occur when the 
pituitary glands is the cause. 


In more recent years It has been more 


generally accepted that mild forms of 
adrenal Insufficiency can occur. In mild 
forms, you can have periods when the 
adrenal gland is not meeting the needs. 
Periods of stress, such as a surgical op- 
eration as you mentioned, may also 
place a greater demand on the adrenal 
gland. The Important point Is that almost 
all cases of adrenal Insufficiency can be 
handled and treated to provide a normal, 
healthy life expectancy. 


It's also important to realize that a lot 


of the symptoms associated with adrenal 
Insufficiency arc the same general type 
of symptoms that occur from anxiety 
neuroses and other problems. Fatigue, 
for example, has many causes, Including 
depression and anemia, to mention just 
two. The proper diagnosis and treatment 
depend on careful tests to identify the 
real problem. This Is particularly true if 
you arc going to make on early diagnosis 
before tho disease progresses to the 
stage of presenting all of the classic 
signs.

Change: up to schools 


Special interest groups should 


not be allowed to dictate public 
school curriculum — and that in- 
cludes women's groups who band 
together to combat "sexism." 


That doesn't mean that school 


districts should not be concerned 
with sex stereotypes and that 
teachers and school administrators 
should not work to change the 
schools' approaches and curricu- 
la so that they accurately reflect 
the variety of roles available for 
women and men in our society. 


However, feminist groups should 


not be allowed to take over and 
dominate the process of change 
in the schools, any more than any 
other special interest group, such 
as the John Birch Society or the 
Impeach Nixon Committee, should 
be allowed to control the education 
of children. 


Our particular concern is the sit* 


uatlon in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist. 21, where the Citizens Task 
Force on Education has been work- 
Ing on the problem of sexism. 


The groups studied the district's 


textbooks and found them to por- 
tray women primarily in their 
traditional, stereotyped roles of 
housewife and mother. .After the 
group presented its findings to the 
board, the board adopted a policy, 
pledging to eliminate sexual dis- 
crimination from the schools. 


Now, the group is urging the 


board to provide workshops for 
teachers to make them aware of 
t h e problems of sexual dis- 
crimination — and the group has 
offered to conduct the workshops 
for the district. 


The school board is certainly un- 


der an obligation to honor its 
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pledge, but workshops conducted 
by the task force is not the appro- 
priate method to do that. 


There are several reasons the 


task force should not be allowed to 
take over the workshops. While 
members of the group feel strongly 
about sexism, we doubt that strong 
feelings are sufficient qualification 
for someone who plans to teach 
teachers. 


In addition, we don't believe any 


one group should be allowed to 
take over and direct the curricu- 
lum changes. Public schools, after 
all, are responsible to the entire 
community, not just small parts of 
the community. 


The best way for the Dist. 21 


school board to honor its promise 
on sexism is for the board and 
school administrators to develop 
the programs for training and re- 
view of curriculum. Feminists can 
certainly be used as resources in' 
the project, but all views should be 
studied by those charged with run- 
ning our schools. 


In recent years, the role and per- 


ception of women in our society 
has changed. The schools should 
reflect these changes, and in time 
they will. 


The task force in Dist 21 has 


doubtless performed a service to 
the district, and its children, by fo- 
cusing attention on the need for 
change. However, members of the 
task force should realize they are 
part of the process — not the whole 
process.

Even in the midst of a political scandal 


of historic proportions, polls continue to 
show the average citizen more concerned 
about the size of his paycheck than the 
stability of his government. 


But It is interesting to note that in- 


flation only recently received official top 
billing as tho nation's chief economic 
worry. Just five months ago, tho admin- 
istration was trumpeting recession and 
excessive unemployment as the curse to 
be avoided at all costs. 


In fact, Nixon's fiscal lieutenants were 


pledging to drive the fiscal 1975 budget 
beyond the projected $0.4 billion deficit 
level, If necessary, to fulfil] the chief ex- 
ecutive's 
Statc-Of-Thc-Union 
promise 


that "There will be no recession in tho 
United States of America." 


Tho latest policy flip-flop reflects the 


administration's changing view of the 
economic situation. In brief, Nixon's ad- 
visers think tho current economic slump 
has bottomed out, or nearly so, and that 
it's too late to Improve tho situation with 
more federal spending. 


Injecting extra government money Into 


tho economic bloodstream would actually 
have tho opposite effect, they argue, In- 
creasing an already virulent inflationary 
fever. 


Budget Director Roy L. Ash says tho 


decision to shift tho emphasis from 
unemployment to inflation Is "very con- 
sistent." 


Tho depressed automobile and housing 


industries have suffered big layoffs but 
tho overall jobless rato has stabilized 
for the moment around 5 per cent, far 
below tho dire 8 per cent predictions of a 
few pessimistic forecasters. 


This has meant a saving of billions of 


budget dollars In unemployment com- 


pcnsatlon and emergency benefits that 
the government was prepared to spend. 


Ash colls It "the fire engine you didn't 


have to take out to the fire." 


But on the opposite front, Inflation Is 


flaring almost out of control. Between 
January and March, consumer prices 
rose at an astronomical 12.1 per cent and 
Nixon's Council of Economic Advisers 
has grudgingly revised its 1974 inflation 


outlook up to 7 per cent by tho end of the 
year. 


"We now see.. .that the real fire and 


the real issue is inflation and the ex- 
pectation of inflation, which requires a 
completely different kind of revenue," 
says Ash. 


Hence, the administration's new em- 


phasis on budget cutting where possible 
and its continued opposition to boosting 
consumer spending by means of a tax 
cut. 


The anti-Inflation campaign has ob- 


vious partisan overtones, too. Inflation 
touches everyone and thus is a hotter po- 
litical potato than even a 1 per cent jump 
In the jobless rato that directly affects 
less than 1 million workers and their 
families. 


"Times have changed," Ash says. "So 


it seems to me the right thing to do is to 
change the response. Who knows what 
things will be six months or nine months 
or 12 months from now? 


"Hopefully we can be in front of those 


and act on those as well."

As we honor our children this week in 


grade and high school commencements, 
wo should also honor their school bus 
drivers. 


However, commencement never seems 


to bo the time to honor tho men and 
women who drive those lumbering yellow 
monsters that ferried all of us, at one 
time or another, to and from school. 


There again will bo no mention of bus 


drivers this year, for tho rhetoric of com- 
mencements Is about Ideals, about tho 
futuro of tho world, and about Water- 
gate. There is no room at com- 
mencement for bus drivers. 


But why don't school districts honor 


the "best bus driver" when they hand 
out awards? Why must tho awards be 
limited to tho "favorite tcachcrs"'or hon- 
or roll students or whoever the educa- 
tion establishment says warrants a 
plaque this year? 


Bus drivers, of course, are not educa- 


tors, in tho traditional sense, and prob- 
ably most of us regard them as custo- 
dians. Besides, many school districts 
contract for bus service, thus making 
these dedicated men and women far re- 
moved from tho districts they servo. 


But for those of us who were children 


once and often endangered the lives and 
welfare of such dedicated servants, some 
tiny token of appreciation (beyond a pay- 
check) to these loyal public servants 
seems warranted. 


Llko many children, this reporter had 


tho honor in tho early 1950s of spending 
90 minutes a day on a school bus — and 
if you have to do such a thing, you might 
as well spend It with a driver like John 
Peto. 


Mr. Polo was a big bluff man with a 


tr. 


red, sunburned neck — and it remained 
red and sunburned throughout the entire 
year. He'd board his bus with the posture 
of an Ernest Borgnlne and the authority 
of a Humphrey Bogart. 


Our unholy hoard of grade school brats 


evoked two kinds of behavior patterns 
in Mr. Peto. Usually, ho was a cheerful 
man who chatted aimlessly about fishing 
with tho vacant-eyed, thumb-sucking boy 
who always occupied the front seat. 


John Peto liked kids, and he was the 


kind of gruff-voiced bus driver to whom 
you always shouted "good-bye" when 
you dashed off tho bus at your stop. You 
always sensed he'd die before he'd let 
nnyono Injure or threaten any of his 
brood of school children. 


On occasion, though, Mr. Peto could 


terrorize his busload, for he had a pat- 
ented technique that frightened even the 
Innocent bystanders among us. It is a 
technique to be_considered today by all 
fledgling bus drivers — and parents, too. 


You knew it was coming when he 


stopped the bus by grinding its' gears to a 
halt (thus telegraphing his Intentions), 
loudly locking the emergency brake, ris- 
ing from his seat and stridding majestic- 
ally to the rear of the bus. • 


He'd glare at the offensive noisy 


child(rcn), and threaten to force the of- 
fender to walk home and/or "tan your 
hide with my belt." Neither punishment 
ever occurred, but silence would reign 
for the rest of the bus trip. 


Kids are still kids, and they still have 


the capacity to rip a .school bus apart. It 
isn't too difficult to imagine, however, 
that there arc many bus drivers like 
John Peto who are better' psychologists 
than those men and women who hang 
shingles on their d9ors. 


Those battle-scarred public servants 


who ferry our children to and from 
school arc unsung heroes.. Like John 
Peto, they deserve Medals of Honor, and 
it's a damnable shame that the education 
establishment's forgotten them.

Likewise, there should be some kind of 


special honor for school crossing guards, 
those men and women who escort our 
children across streets while eluding mo- 
torists who don't give a darn about the. 
lives of children In school" zones. 


Crossing guards can testify to the near- 


misses which are an ordinary part of 
their daily tasks. As with bus drivers, 
these are dedicated persons who are 
serious about the task of protecting our 
children when they are enroute to school. 


I wonder if any board .member or 


head administrator would have liked to 
be on the other side of the fence if be had 
lost a week's pay for a misdemeanor.

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It ain't no symphony 


New Jersey suburbanites cope (?) with interstate noise 


WEST ORANGE N.J. (UPI) - So, homeowners and apart- 


ment dweller, you wont to enjoy suburban life. 


But Instead of the sounds of birds chirping and leaves rust- 


ling, what you mostly hear Is the drone of trucks and the 
backfire of motorcycles as they speed along a newly finished 
stretch of highway near your backyard. 


Coping with the noise level on Interstate 280 is becoming a 


way of life to some 200 residents of the upper-middle class 
community of West Orange, N.J. It has also attracted the 
concern of town leaders, fearful of losing tax revenues, and 
officials of the State Department of Transportation in Tren- 
ton. 


They agree the gripes are justified, but they disagree on 


how to solve them. 


THE THOUBLE began last July when, after years of delay, 


the mukMano highway was opened, making it easier for mo- 
torists from such places as Newark and Harrison to get west- 
ward to heavily traveled Interstate 80 in Morris County. It 
also made West Orange residents of apartment and homes 
perched on a ridge overlooking the roadway start closing 
their windows. 


"The constant humming," says Council president Harry 


Bonnet, "makes backyard living out-of-the-question." 


Bonnet is fearful that the noise will force a drop in the 


value of homes located anywhere from the edge to 300 yards 
from the highway. Already, he says, one landlord is having 
trouble renting apartments. 


TUB CITY COUNCIL shared Bonnet's concern, but last 


January, instead of voting to have the community as a whole 
take action, it left it up to the individual. A group called 
HUSH was formed, and its message has reached Gov. Bren- 
dan T. Byrne, himself a former West Orange resident, and 
Transportation Secretary Alan Sapor. 


At Sagner's direction, his department has undertaken a 


study of bow best to cope with the noise, and its findings will 
be turned over to the federal highway administration, which 
paid 90 per cent of the highway's original cost. 


No one in the department doubts the noise level is ex- 


cessive, yet officials disagree with Bonnet on how best to 
lower it. 


The councilman contends that construction engineers ig- 


nored a report about road surfacing planned for Bte. 280 that 
was prepared 11 years ago by Lewis S. Goodfriend and Asso- 
ciates, an engineering firm dealing with acoustics. At that 
time, he says, the state was warned the finish could be "un- 
healthy and abnormal." 


NOT ONLY, Bonnet says, has the finish on the two-mile 


stretch failed to achieve Its primary function of reducing 
skidding during Ice and snowstorms, but it has been the 
prime cause of the noise. Resurfacing and lowering the speed 
limit to 45 m.p.h. are the "No. 1 priorities," he says. 


But one department expert, Jack Freldenrich, disagrees. 


He says resurfacing, at a cost of $500,000, is not the answer. 


Freidenrlch, in charge of engineering and operations for the 


department, says the corrugated finish will wear down even- 
tually. It would be cheaper and far more efficacious, he says, 
for one to find a solution based on the geometry of this par- 
ticular strip of road. 


A series of insulated fences or walls installed along the 


highway, which was dug out of a mountain, are some of the 
possibilities, Freldenrich says. "It's my gut feeling they 
would be more economical," he says. 


But the official, who has spent narly 25 years in the field, 


also says the ultimate solution may be beyond his or anyone's 
grasp. "The truck itself," he says. "Therein lies the root of 
the problem."

The Regional Transportation Authority 


will be on center stage today In Lake 
County Circuit Court as oral arguments 
for and against an Injunction to halt its 
operations are heard. 


State's Atty. Jack Hoogaslan of Lake 


County has charged that the March 19 
referendum was a rhetorical question 
that merely asked If an RTA should be 
formed. The people did not consent to 
tax themselves in the six-county area to 
support the RTA, he said. 


Briefs filed by the RTA board attor- 


neys and the City of Chicago hold the 
position that the RTA was created by the 
Illinois General Assembly, and the refer- 
endum was just a mechanism author- 
izing it to be put into operation. 


THE REFERENDUM was a com- 


promise point in the RTA legislation, and 


was not a requirement for establishment 
of the authority. It essentially gave resi- 
dents of the six-county metropolitan area 
veto power over initiation of the RTA. 


Hoogaslan's suit and request for a tem- 


porary injunction were filed on behalf of 
all residents of the RTA area. The in- 
junction has been avoided so far by an 
agreement with the RTA board that it 
would not accept or spend any state 
money until the hearings before Circuit 
Court Judge Harry Caldwell. 


The RTA attorneys said the wording of 


the referendum was exactly as specified 
in the RTA bill that was approved by the 
legislature and signed into law by Gov. 
Daniel Walker. 


Hoogaslan cited other cases where ref- 


erenda were denied because voters were 
not informed their approval would incur 


debt or were denied other pertinent infor- 
mation relative to the vote. 


CALDWELL HAS repeatedly indicated 


that he would like to resolve the RTA 
Issue as soon as possible because of the 
important nature of the authority's 
duties. The RTA board has already been 
forced to postpone acceptance of author- 
ity over state emergency grants to the 
CTA, suburban bus lines and commuter 
railroads, for fear of jeopardizing the 
funds. The money is designed to provide 
help for transportation systems until the 
RTA is in operation. 


A court test on the constitutionality of 


the RTA is needed before bonds would be 


purchased by financial institutions, and 
Hoogaslan's suit would actually help the 
RTA establish its authority if Hoogaslan 
loses. In the meantime, the board's 
hands are tied because the members are 
unable to hire staff and consultants to 
begin transportation duties. 


The Waukegan courtroom may be 


packed today with attorneys and defend- 
ants, because Hoogaslan has named Chi- 
cago council members and the mayor, 
suburban Cook County Board members 
and county boards of the outer five coun- 
ties as defendants in his suit. Most RTA 
board members said last week they 
would also try to attend.

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Hearing aid manufacturers 
come under FTC scrutiny

Thaddous Kwas of Rolling Meadows 


works In tho plant at Teletype. There's 
lot of nolso on Uio Job every day, and 
over the years ho has been losing his 
hearing. 


So he decided to call a Dnhlbcrg hear- 


ing aid dealer in DCS Plalncs from whom 
ha had received an advertisement In the 
moll. The dealer came to his home, ran 
hearing tests, and sold Kwas a hearing 
aid for $400 — all within a couple of 
hours. 


But the aid didn't fit right, and Kwas 


couldn't wear It. However, like many 
people, he simply avoided the problem 
and didn't take the aid back to the deal- 
er. Sometime later he decided instead to 
go to a doctor. 


The doctor tested him and sent him to 


a Zenith dealer, who looked at his Dahl- 
bcrg aid, said it was broken, and told 
Kwas ho needed a Zenith aid — also $400. 


But this time Kwas had 30 days to try 


the aid on ISO down before deciding 
whether to buy It. During that time Kwas 
read about a hearing aid supplier who 
sells aids of various manufacturers on 
tho prescription of an audlologist or doc- 
tor. 


Kwas went to an audlologist, who ran 


comprehensive tests and recommended a 
different typo of hearing aid than cither 
dealer had sold him. Kwas ordered the 
aid from the supplier at a cost of $199. 
The audlologist's bill was $20. Several 
months later, Kwas was "very pleased" 
with the hearing aid. 


THE STORY Is common — except for 


tho ending. In 1970, according to Federal 
Trade Commission statistics, some 
5!0.000 hearing aids Mere sold through 
3,000 dealers representing so manufac- 
turers and distributors in the U.S. 


More than 50 per cent of those purcha- 


sers were persons over 63. And they paid 
an average retail price of $.150, through 
tho average price of a hearing aid to a 
dealer Is $100. 


If the hearing impaired are paying 


too much and getting inappropriate hear- 
ing devices, it could be due to the hear- 
ing aid Industry's structure and Its ad- 
vertising, both of which are now being 
challenged by the FTC — though not for 
the first time. 


That agency recently announced it will 


investigate the advertising and market-

ing practices of the entire hearing aid in- 
dustry. 


The announcement came two weeks af- 


ter the FTC had issued proposed com- 
plaints charging six hearing old manu- 
facturers with making false and unsubs- 
tantiated advertising claims. 


THE COMPANIES included Bcltonc 


Electronics Corp. of Chicago; Sonotone 
Corp., Elmsford, N.Y.; the Qualltone di- 
vision of Secburg Industries Inc., N.Y.; 
Dahlberg Electronics Inc., Golden Val- 
ley, Minn.; and the Malco Hearing In- 
struments division of Textron Inc., Prov- 
idence, R.I., — all of whom have been 
named in previous advertising com- 
plaints by the FTC. Also named was Ra- 
dJocar Corp. of Cononsburg, Pa. 


Two years ago the FTC* also accused 


five of these companies of anti-corn- 
petltive practices In violation of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission Act. 


The alleged anti-competitive practices 


Include "agreements which require ex- 
clusive dealing in tho manufacturer's 
products." Two of the companies, Bel- 
tone and Malco, in 1950 were accused by 
the FTC of "making ... an agreement 
that the (dealer) shall not ... sell hear- 
ing aids . . . supplied by a competitor." 


The charge at that time was brought un- 
der the FTC's Clayton Act. 


Beltone unsuccessfully contested that 


complaint and in 1956 was issued a cease 
and desist order. The company sub- 
sequently revised its dealer contracts, 
eliminating the exclusive dealing clause. 


BUT IN A COVER letter to dealers 


filed with the FTC March 8,1957, David 
H. Barnow, then general sales manager 
of Beltone, told dealers that even though 
they were no longer required to deal ex- 
clusively with Beltone, "We are con- 
fident that you and all other Beltone dis- 
tributors will voluntarily desire to handle 
only the Beltone line." 


Barnow added that Beltone would 


"prefer to continue to deal with you ex- 
clusively as our distributor in your ter- 
ritory." He added that "it has always 
been, and still is our philosophy" that 
single-line merchandising Is best. 


But the revised contract submitted to 


the FTC by Beltone was accepted, and 
the agency apparently made no further 
consideration as to whether or not Bel- 
tone — or any other hearing aid com- 
panies — were in practice complying 
with the Clayton Act. (Similar settle-

ments were made around the same time 
with the Otarion Hearing Aid Company 
of New York and Maico. 


According to Chicago FTC attorney 


Kozo Fukuda, the 1914 Clayton Act was 
weak in providing for enforcement until 
a 1957 amendment strengthened it.'

case under Section 5 of the Federal 
Trade Commission Act. 


Thus, the current charges include, be- 


sides exclusive dealing, territorial re- 
s t r l c t i o n s , suggesting retail prices 
"which are often more than 300 per cent 
above the manufacturers' prices to deal- 
ers," forbidding dealers to advertise oth- 
er brands, requiring dealers to turn over 
name and addresses of customers and 
prospective customers, and refusal of 
manufacturers to supply hearing aid or 
repair parts and services to other deal- 
ers. 


THE FTC NOTED in Its complaints 


that "a number of the manufacturers of 
hearing aids for many years have used 
. . . parallel courses of business behav- 
ior." 


The Beltone contract with the FTC In 


1957 set forth the dealer's assigned ter- 
ritory, required the dealer to report to 
Beltone on all leads supplied by the1 man-' 
ufacturer and sell only Beltone products 
to these customers, and forbade dealers 
to advertise any Beltone produce or re- 
pair service. 


Beltone is contesting the complaint and 


is tentatively scheduled for a hearing 
this summer. Beltone's attorney and 
spokesman on-the matter, Julian Wil- 
heim, would say only that Beltone is 
denying the chrages on grounds they do 
not constitute "allegations of fact." 


Dahlberg, which also had contested the 


complaint, signed an order May 31 In 
which tho company agreed to sell its 
products to all qualified dealers. Similar 
orders had been signed last year by 
Sonotone and Radioear. The fifth com- 
pany, Maico, which is also contesting, 
tees not have a hearing date yet. 
THE OTHER PRONG of the FTC's 


hearing aid investigations is focusing 
on advertising — another area that has 
eluded FTC control for a number of 
years. Previous complaints against the 
major hearing aid companies have 
stopped such lalms as "no unsightly 
cords" when the aids did have cords. 


But new and more subtle claims quick- 


ly took up the slack, riding the overall 
trend toward sophistication in advertis- 
ing. 


For example, Malco recently claimed 


that Its aid "features the unique Tone 
Selector Tuning." When the FTC called 
for substantiation of the uniqueness of 
the device, Maico replied that the ad did 
not claim the Tone Selector Tuning "is 
unique in function and principle."

Such semantical tricks may now suc- 


cumb to the FTC's new philosophy that 
advertisers are responsible for "meaning 
substantiation" in ambiguous ads. 


The nature of this advertising substan- 


tiation material filed by the hearing aid 
manufacturers is what prompted the 
FTC's announcement of an industry-wide 
investigation, according to an official, 
James Cohen. 


Cohen predicted that "there will be 


some very fundamental recommenda- 
tions dealing with the entire marketing 
and advertising and promotional aspects 
of the industry." He said further action 
would probably come within "the next 
several months."

says fire college keynoter 


The average American home is one 


huge fire trap, according to Chief. Jo- 
seph I. Fetters, keynoter of the 30th 
annual Illinois Fire College. 


The Fire College, oldest In the na- 


tion, held its golden anniversary ses- 
sion recently at the University of Illi- 
nois at Champalgn-Urbana with over 
800 paid and volunteer firemen from 
the state attending. 


Citing space-age "exotic" fuels and 


materials and their accompanying fire 
dangers, Fetters pin-pointed the homo 
as being full of objects made of haz- 
ardous plastics. He said tho answers 
lie In thorough training and In the pro- 
vision of specialized safety equipment. 


"The front door appears to be an oak 


panel door, but Isn't oak at all but a 
polyurcthano plastic form," he sold. 


His tour of the average home went 


from door and window casings (pol- 
yurcthano) to rugs (nylon or polyester) 


and end tables (ABS—Abrylonitrie 
butadlnc-styrcnt). 


AS FOR.WOMEN'S wear, "take 


away her plastics and she will need a 
fig leaf. She wears plastics from the 
shoe sole to the curlers In her hair. 


"These ignite readily, soften and 


bubble while burning and generate 
black, dense smoke and clumps of air- 
borne carbon. 


Other gases liberated when certain 


plastics burn are hydrogen chloride, 
hydrogen fluoride, ammonia, nitric 
add, and sulfur dioxide. 


"These arc some, but not all, of the 


toxic gases the fireman may encoun- 
ter, even In a dwelling fire. It points up 
the absolute necessity for the provision 
of a sufficient number of self-contained 
breathing apparatus, and Intensive in- 
struction and practice In the proper 
use and care of this equipment. 


Remember, there has never been a 


successful lung transplant.

To rake or not to rake 


Dear Dorothy: Our lawn got into ter- 


rible shape three yean ago and we had 
to go to the trouble and expense of 
thatching. Since then I've had much con- 
flicting advice on whether it's best to 
rake up the clippings or let them sit. I'm 
in total confusion. You seem up to date 
on this kind of thing. What's your ad- 
vice? — Herbert Forder. 


The problem really centers on grass 


that grows too high. Clippings then tend 
to mat and people wind up with thatch- 
Ing jobs to get rid of undecomposed 
stems, roots and rhizomes of the grass 
plants. On the other hand, short clip- 
pings help by recirculating nutrients and 
cutting fertilizer requirements. 


Experiments In England demonstrated < 


that where short clippings were not re- 
moved the turf was softer and moister, 
containing more earthworms, was more 
drought resistant and stayed greener In 
winter. Experimental lawns where all 
clippings were raked showed exactly the 
opposite reactions. What it comes 'down 
to 1» a good, appraising eye. Cut your 
lawn regularly and rake only when the 
clippings are obvious and heavy.

Do-it-yourself home sale 


by DOROTHEA BROOKS 


When tho time comes to sell a house, 


most families turn automatically to a 
real estate broker but it's a good bet 
most of them wonder if they couldn't 
handle the deal themselves and save 
money. 


It's a moot question. 
The experts generally advise that the 


sala of property Is a job for profes- 
sionals. Still, thousands of families do 
sell their homes themselves and at least 
some of them come out ahead financial- 
ly. 


As with most things, it's a matter of 


time and know-how. 


Louis Gllmore, a real estate profes- 


sional, author of a new book, "For Sale 
by Owner," (Simon and Schuster, $3.95), 
soys, "The entire system of homo trans- 
fer In this country is one of tho most 
costly exchange mechanisms to be found 
anywhere. The combination of brokerage 
fees and other transfer expenses take a 
huge toll from the seller. By for the larg- 
est and most obvious of these fees Is tho 
brokerage commission which in some 
cities Is now running as highas 7 per cent 
of the selling price." 


The sale of a house, Gilmorc says, in- 


volves several distinct and separate 
parts, almost all undertaken by the real 
estate broker. "Some of these services," 
he says, "can be purchased Jrom other 
professionals and the balance can be per- 
formed competently by the average 
home owner." In separate chapters, he 
spells out his do-it-yourself method ot 
sale: 


• A professional residential appraiser, 


the kind used by banks and savings and 
loan associations establishes the "fair 
market value" of the home. 


• The owner prepares his house for 


showing by repairing, painting and 
cleaning where necessary. He enhances 
its condition and makes selling cosier 
and faster. 


• The owner prepares a "listing 


sheet," a newspaper advertisement and 
buys a "For Sale by Owner" sign. 


• The owner distributes his listing 


sheet, places the newspaper advertise- 
ment and positions the sign. 


• The owner shows his house to pros- 


pective buyers. 


• The owner, working with a bank or 


savings and loan officer, helps the buyer 
with financing. 


• A lawyer experienced In home sales 


draws up a sales contract, obtains and 
interprets evidence of title, and closes 
the transaction. 


Costs vary, according to location, price 


of house, length of time it takes to sell. 
Typically, however, Gllmore says, costs 
for a $35,000 suburban house that sells in 
a reasonable length of time would run 
about $425-$475 for appraisal, $50 for 
advertising material, $150 newspaper ad- 
vertising, $150 lawyer's fee — this com- 
pared with, perhaps, $2,100 or more for 
sale through a broker. 


Gllmoro emphasizes the selling job is 


not always an easy one, but says a home- 


owner who is willing to do his homework 
not only can sell successfully but actual- 
ly has some special factors operating in 
his favor: motivation, Ultimate knowl- 
edge and Identification with the house 
and the neighborhood. 


On the other hand, another profes- 


sional, Hugh C. Ross, president of J. I. 
Klslnk Mortgage Corp., a national mort- 
gage banking company, says when it 
comes to selling a house, the "do-it-your- 
self philosophy can very easily work to 
the homeowner's disadvantage." 


Ross says except in special circum- 


stances selling a house privately "in- 
volves far more time and effort than 
most people realize and the actual selling 
price may wind up substantially below 
the firm price tho homeowner had hoped 
to get on his own." 


For one thing, he notes, "most buyers 


believe, whether true or false, that own- 
ers inflate the price of a home. A pros- 
pective purchaser will try to force the 
prico down even though the owner has 
had all the effort and selling expense." 


Also, Ross says, many prospective 


home buyers overestimate their ability 
to qualify financially for the house they 
have In mind. A real estate broker is 
trained to pro-qualify a prospect's finan-

clal abilities, thereby avoiding the time- 
consuming expense and frustration of 
contacts with homeseekers who eventual- 
ly discover th«y cannot afford to go 
through with the purchase. 


A broker's experience and contacts In 


arranging financing can be a major fac- 
tor in a sale. 


A broker is not emotionally involved 


with a house, as a homeowner is likely to 
be. He can look at it impartially. A pros- 
pective purchaser Is much more likely to 
discuss any reservations about a house 
with a broker than with the homeowner. 
Once any hidden objections are brought 
to light, often they can be resolved and a 
sale made. 


A broker always is available to show 


a property, whether or not the owner is 
at home. Equally Important, Ross said a 
real estate agent sees to it that only le- 
gitimate prospects will be admitted to 
see the house, not the bargain hunters, 
speculators, window shoppers and just 
plain curious who may be attracted by a 
for-sale sign. 


The professional, he says, "is the home 


seller's best bet when it comes to getting 
a fair price for his property In the best 
possible time."

Toward the end of the festivities at the 


Third International Prep Track Meet at 
Prospect Saturday, some of the con- 
testants amused themselves with stories 
about how far they had come and for 
what. 


"What can I say?" said one dis- 


appointed shotputter from California. "I 
came all this way and I didn't do any- 
thing." 


Some of the athletes may have spent a 


lost weekend in the Chicago area, but not 
Michael Lederer. The 19-year-old two- 
mller from Frankfurt, West Germany, 
made a journey of four thousand miles to 
Mount Prospect, III., battling jet lag all 
the way, and when he got here he rallied 
to win his race against a strong field of 
Americans In 9:00.8. 


Lederer's victory was only one of sev- 


eral outstanding performances turned In 
by some of the top high school trackmen 
from across the country and around the 
world. Four meet records tumbled as 
thousands of enthusiastic fans watched in 
almost perfect sunshine. 


The meet, sponsored by Coca-Cola, fea- 


tured three additions to this year's card, 
including a pair of girls races and a Chi- 
cngoland Mile Relay. 


But the West German runner upstaged 


everybody. With the local crowd cheer- 
ing him on, Lederer took the lead from 
Pat Davey of Birmingham. Mich, and 
coasted to the win by a margin of two 
seconds. 


Lederer was nearly 20 seconds shy of 


the meet record for the two-mile, set last 
year by Craig Virgin of Lebanon, III. 
Lederer had beaten Virgin in a 3,000-me- 
ter race last summer in Europe. 


"Three and a half laps from the finish, 


I decided to take the lead," said Lederer, 
who was running In only his sixth race of 
the season. "The runners were all in a 
group together and then the track just 
opened up." 


The German distance performer has 


been staying in Palatine all week and he 
worked out in the rainy Chicagoland 
weather much of the time. "I am very 
happy to win in America," he said, "es- 
pecially with all the people shouting and 
screaming. We don't have anything like 
that in Germany." 


Dennis Kern of Lane Tech in Chicago 


captured the only first place by an Illi- 
nois athlete when he sped to victory in 
the 880-yard run in 1:52.9 after posting a 
slow :S6-flrst quarter. 


"Usually when I run such a slow first 


quarter, I just die," Kern said with a 
laugh. "But then I saw the people 
dying, and I still had something left." 


Kern, the Illinois half-mile champ with 


a* 1:52 flat a couple weeks ago in Charles- 
ton, said he had hoped to run the first 
quarter In 52 seconds. But he blazed past 
Farley Berl of Denver to clip the tape 
ahead of his opponent. 


Two other Illinois state champs didn't 


fare quite so well as Kern. Ron Ster- 
renberg of LaGrange, who notched vic- 
tories in the state meet in the low hur- 
dles and the highs, and Joe Stewart of 
Evanston, the state 100-yard and 220- 
dash champion, captured points, but nei- 
ther of them could show a win for their 
efforts. 


Stcrrcnbcrg took a pair of thirds, in- 


cluding a :38.2 in the 330-yard inter- 
mediate hurdles behind the record :37.0 
effort of national champion Bill Blessing 
of Dallas. It was the first time Ster- 
renberg had attempted the intermediates 
after a year of, hurdling the lows. 


"I think I' tightened up a little in the

stretch," said the LaGrange flash, who 
can look forward to a promising career 
at the University of Illinois. 


Slerrenbcrg was third In the 120-ytrd 


high hurdles as Tenneil Atkins, also of 
Dallas, nipped Blessing at the wire with 
a winning time of :13.8. Sterrenberg 
crossed the lute In :13.9. 


Maine West's Bill KUppert captured 


the only medal for a local runner when 
he took a sixth in the 120-yard high hur- 
dles in :14.0. Klippert was second in the 
event at the state meet 


Stewart was fifth in the 100-yard dash 


(:09.8) and sixth in the 220 (:22.5). Greg 
Edmond of Galveston, Texas, won. the 
100 in a flashy :09.4, and Millard Hamp- 
ton of San Jose, California, took first In 
the 220 in :2U.

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Firemen, police harassed at scene of fire 
Wheeling High library totaled by firebombs

A blaze touched off by several fire- 


bombs Saturday night destroyed the 
Wheeling High School library. Damage 
to the school could range up to $1 mil- 
lion. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernlo Kocppcn 


said evidence found at the school, 900 S. 
Elmhurst ltd., Indicates that several cola 
bottles filled with a flammable liquid 
were thrown into tho Building, starting 
the fire. 


One member of the Civil Defense team 


called out to guard tho school later said 
it appeared that four or five "Molotov 
cocktails" caused the blaze, which began 
about 11 p.m. 


Wheeling police arrested five teenagers 


who reportedly were part'of an unruly 
crowd that threw rocks and bottles at 
police and firemen at the fire scene. No 
one was Injured. 


MOST OF THE damage was to the 


school library, located in about tho 
middle of the north side of the building. 
Also heavily damaged was an audio-vis- 
ual lab directly west of tho library. Two 
classrooms above the library were dam- 
aged slightly by fire and more heavily by 
smoke. 


Apparently, two relatively unsuccessful 


fire bombs were thrown through windows 
of a room located at the northeast corner 
of the building. One of the bombs appar- 
ently extinguished itself when it hit tho 
room floor and the second only ct fire to 
the window, officials sold. 


Thomas Cosgrove, physical plant direc- 


tor of High School Dlst. 214, sold Sunday 
the damage total would probably be be- 
tween $300,000 and $1 million. Earlier, 


one policeman'also offered a $1 million 
damage estimate. No damage estimate 
was available from tho fire department. 


THE FIVE ARRESTS were made after 


Cook County Sheriff's police and state 
police were called In to help Wheeling 
police control the partially unruly crowd. 


Four of those arrested were charged 


with disorderly conduct. They were Ke- 
vin F. Doyle, 17, of 16 Ookwood Dr., 
Prospect Heights; Irwln J. Kopecky, 17, 
of an unavailable Wheeling address; 
Donald C. McEwcn, 17, of 912 Wilshiro 
Dr., Wheeling; and Daniel Crcpas, 17, of 
an^ unavailable Wheeling address. Police 
said all four, who were allegedly Identi- 
fied as participants In the rock and bottle 
throwing, were released on bond and wilt 
appear June 25 In the Arlington Heights 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


THE FIFTH PERSON arrested was 


Mark Torp, 17, of 70S Elmhurst Rd., 
. Wheeling. Ho was charged with aggra- 
vated battery and resisting arrest. Bond- 
ed out, he will appear June 28 in the 
Arlington Heights court. 


The fire Itself was extinguished within 


30 minutes Saturday by firemen. One 
fireman, Andy Neargordcr, cut his hand 
while fighting the blaze and he received 
six stitches in the hand at Highland Park 
Hospital. Cleanup and preliminary in- 
vestigations lasted until 4:30 a.m. Sun- 
day. Further Investigation by police and 
the State Fire Marshal's office resumed 
later Sunday and -took several more 
hours. 


Wheeling police sold they spent all 


night Saturday unsuccessfully trying to 
discover a motive for the firebomblng. 
"We can't find a motive yet," Lt. Ted 
Bracke said. 


Bombing won't 
halt last-week 
school activities 


It will be school "as usual as possible" 


today at Wheeling High School. 


Several fire bombs caused between 


$500,000 and $1 million estimated damage 
late Saturday at tho north end of the 900 
S. Elmhurst Rd. school. Almost totally 
destroyed was the school library, where 
only rows of scorched and blackened 
books remain standing. Also damaged 
was an audio-visual laboratory west of 
the library and two classrooms above the 
library. 


Most classes will be held as usual to- 


day, according to Thomas Cosgrove, 
physical plant director for High School 
Dlst. 214. He said the fire should inter- 
fere little, if at all, with 'this, the last 
week of the school year. 


The only exception, Cosgrove said, will 


be the loss of the school library. He said 
almost everything, including books, will 
have to be replaced. Cosgrove added, 
however, that he did not believe' any of 
the books would be Irreplaceable. 


Park district may seek 
tax-increase referendum 


by JOE FRANZ 


The Buffalo Grove Park District has 


no money for further park development 
and will have to consider a referendum 
In the next year to raise funds for capital 
Improvements and land acquisition, Park 
Director Stan Croslond sold Friday. 


Crosland said all the money acquired 


through a 11.25 million bond referendum 
in 1971 has cither been spent or com- 
mitted to various park projects through- 
out the village. 


The expenditures were made for indoor 


and outdoor swimming pools, tennis 
courts, some site Improvements and nu- 
merous other facilities. 


A substantial amount of money was 


spent In some areas, while little or noth- 
ing has been spent In others. Tho park 
district owns park land adjacent to Twin 
Groves School, near Penny Lane, but has 
spent no money to develop the site and 
has no plans to do so In the near future. 
No money was planned from the 1971 ref- 
erendum, according to park officials. 


CROSLAND SAID tho district would 


like to develop the park, but simply does 
not have the money. 


The park district has budgeted about 


$7,000 from the 1971 referendum to mov- 
ing the Levitt and Sons' sales office to 
the Raupp Memorial site for use as a 
museum, but again has no money to de- 
velop the surrounding park area. 


In addition, there are a number of 


parks where only a relatively small 
amount of money has been spent or com- 
mitted to park development. One site is 
the park next to Longfellow School on 
Arlington Heights Road, for which $5,000 
is budgeted and $1,272 has been spent to 
date. 


Other sites where the park district has 


spent little money is at Willow Grove 
School and the proposed White Pine 
Park. About $6,000 has been spent for 
paving and site development at Willow 
Grove Park. Only $5,000 has been budg- 
eted for Improvements to the White Pine 
area, of which about $1,000 already has 
been spent.

It also asks If the policeman the citizen 


dealt with was neat and courteous and if 
the citizen'* contact with the police de- 
partment "enhanced or lessened" the 
citizen's attitude toward the police. 
Room for comments also is provided. 


"I hope people are candid, whether 


good or bad," Walsh said. "We havo an 
obligation to strive for relative per- 


fection." Ho added that absolute per- 
fection is beyond anyone. 


WALSH EXPECTS some results from 


his survey in a week to 10 days. "I really 
think some citizen input is possible. Any 
constructive criticism will be seriously 
considered," Walsh added.

The survey, as Walsh sees It, will 


serve as another monitoring device for 
him to Judge how well his department is 
functioning and also will show "we really 
care about people.'" Walsh said he is 
striving to give citizens the best service 
possible, both from the standpoint of effi- 
ciency and courtesy. 


If enough responses are received, 


Walsh said the survey may become a pe- 
riodic check. To aid the number of re- 
turns, all questionnaires carry return 
postage.

EDITH escape 
plan saved this 
family's life . . .

An Elk Grove Village family who made a date with EDITH 


about four and-o-half years ago managed to avoid a date with 
death when fire struck their two-story home. 


Robert Swlglo, 690 Versailles, and his family were able to 


escape the flames that broke out in the living room of their 
home about 3:10 a.m. Friday by using an escape plan the 
family mapped out in case of fire. 


When fire did strike, Swiglo, 41, his wife and three children 


used their plan, called EDITH — Exit Drills In the Home — 
by area fire chiefs and went out through their bedroom win- 
dows to safety. 


Swlglo said in an Interview Friday that his wife was 


aroused when a pet hampster became violent-in its cage 
sensing the fire. "Then my wife went ahead and called every- 
one and we used the system with everyone going out their 
bedroom window," he said. 


SWIGLO SAID he and his family members were aided their 


escape by using flashlights that they saved for just such an 
emergency. 


According to department reports, the fire, the exact cause 


of which was undetermined this weekend, spread to a sofa. 
Fire Chief Allen Hulett said burning foam rubber cushion 
padding emitted carbon monoxide fumes that could have been 
fatal had it taken the family too long to flee the house. 


"This was a valuable lesson," said Hulett. "We could have 


easily lost a family of five had they not had an EDITH plan." 


He said the family could have been doomed if they had 


to escape by going down the stairs and out the front door 
because two or three breaths of the gas could have been fatal. 


SWIGLO SAID he and his wife engineered an escape plan 


after a friend of his and his family were killed in a fire about 
12 years ago. 


He bought whistles and flashlights with magnetic mountings 


for his children telling them they were to be used only in an 
emergency. 


Swiglo, his wife Shirley, and sons Daniel, 13, and David, 15, 


along with daughter Debbie, 11, were treated for slight smoke 
inhalation. 


"I Just thank God we're here," according to Swlglo. "If we 


didn't have a plan, we probably wouldn't be.'" 


"It's not just something they talked about," Hulett said and 


It very likely could have saved their lives. 


Protestors hit Army Nike plans again

About 300 chanting protesters picketed 


the Arlington Heights Nike Base, Central 
and Wllkc Roads, Sunday to voice opposi- 
tion to plans to station Army Reserve 
units at the facility. 


The pickets represented about 20

Before tho rally and picketing, a

Yesterday marked tho second straight 


weekend of picketing of tho base. Last 
weekend about SO residents marched as a 
"wnrmup" for the larger rally. 


McDonnell said the turnout was larger 


than expected and termed It a success. 
Ho said tho demonstration indicated resi- 
dents of tho village do not want tho base 
to continue as military Installation. 


VILLAGE TltUSTEE Richard Durava, 


who attended tho rally and signed a peti- 
tion calling for tho Army to vacate the

Alice Harms, another village trustee, 


said the assumption by the village has 
always been that the Army would vacate 
the land.

The pickets divided into three groups 


of marchers. One group marched along 
Central Road In front of the fence while 
another group circled tho Army Reserve 
gate.

Superblock costs to exceed 
revenues: citizen report

A DCS Plaines citizens' group has pre- 


pared a report contending that the city's 
anticipated costs of improvements and 
upkeep for Superblock-rclatod projects 
will exceed the project's expected reve- 
nue to the city by $30,000 to $150,000 per 
year. 


The Herald has learned from a number 


of sources that members of the Citizens 
for a Common Good have prepared a de- 
tailed "tax-Impact analysis" that they 
hope to present to city officials In the 
near future. 


Few members of the group agreed to 


talk in detail about the report but in- 
dicated It was prepared by a "well- 
known local engineer." 


Apparently only several people have 


complete copies of the report. 


THE HERALD HAS learned that re- 


searchers arrived at their conclusion by 
comparing two sets of figures: 


• The cost of the city for street, water 


and sewer improvements on Prairie and 
Pearson streets, as well as the expense 
of upgrading traffic signals In the Super- 
block area. 


• The revenue from, Superblock to the 


city from real estate and sales tax 
receipts as well as revenue from the 
parking facility. 


The city has committed itself to com- 


pleting the Improvement projects for Su- 
perblock. 


The $50,000 to $150,000 range in the loss 


figures died In the report occurod be- 
cause anticipated Income and cost fig- 
ures were estimated and several sets of 
figures were used, The Herald has 
learned. 


SOME SOURCES indicated that the 


$1.3 million estimated cost for the street 
Improvement project could be considered 
too high at this time, but price increases 
could change the situation. 


The report also contends that the city 


will spend more money than it receives 
from leasing parking spaces In the pro- 
posed Ellinwood Street garage and that 
money will have to be diverted from oth- 
er city parking lot revenues to make up 
the difference. 


City officials have long contended that 


the garage, a majority of which will be 
leased to tenants of the $12 million Su- 
perblock office structure, will pay for it- 
self. 


The report was not expected to be pre- 


sented at last night's meeting sponsored 
by the citizens' group. Reliable sources 
said it is hoped a meeting will be ar- 
ranged with members of the city council 
to present the findings. 


The group, spearheaded by a number 


of residents from the 2nd Ward, was 
formed last month. Members have 
voiced a number of concerns about the 
project primarily because of the possible 
traffic congestion that would be caused 
in the area.

According to the city codes, the board 


has the right to hold a hearing, seek a 
conciliation mpetlng between the com- 
plaintant and the Realtor and, If an 
agreement cannot be reached, recom- 
mend to the city council that the Real- 
tor's license be revoked for up to a year. 


While Miss Given stated Friday that 


she has gotten little response from the 
complaints she has made to the Realtor. 
John McKay, a partner in the firm, said 
he believes tho problems can be cor- 
rected and that there will be no need for 
a hearing.

Wheeling High library 
totaled by firebombs

A blaze touched off by several fire- 


bombs Saturday night destroyed the 
Wheeling High School library. Damage 
to the school could range up to $1 mil- 
lion. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen 


said evidence found at the school, 900 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., indicates that several cola 
bottles filled with a flammable liquid 
were thrown into the building, starting 
the fire. 


One member of the Civil Defense team 


called out to guard the school later said 
it appeared that four or five "Molotov 
cocktails" caused the blaze, which began 
about 11 p.m. 


Wheeling police arrested five teenagers 


who reportedly were part of an unruly 
crowd that threw rocks and bottles at 
police and firemen at the fire scene. No 
one was injured. 


MOST OF THE damage was to the 


school library, located in about the 
middle of the north side of the building. 
Also heavily damaged was an audio-vis- 
ual lab directly west of the library. Two 
classrooms above the library were dam- 
aged slightly by fire and more heavily by 
smoke. 


Apparently, two relatively unsuccessful 


fire bombs were thrown through windows 
of a room located at the northeast corner 
of the building. One of the bombs appar- 
ently extinguished itself when it hit the 
room floor and the second only et fire to 
the window, officials said. 


Thomas Cosgrove, physical plant direc- 


tor of High School Dlst. 214, said Sunday 
the'damage total would probably be be- 
tween $500,000 and $1 million. Earlier, 


one policeman also offered a $1 million 
damage estimate. No damage estimate 
was available from the fire department.

clear-cut impeachable offense. 


The congressman's comments came 


during a televised discussion with his 
Congressional challenger Abner J. Mikva 
of WGN's Cromie Circle program at 
12:55 a.m.

While Young has repeatedly stated 


that he has not made up his mind defi- 
nitely on the issue of impeachment, he 
did take the position on the tapes issue. 


MIKVA, WHO has already called for

a battle for the tapes it could cause a 
breakdown of the separation of powers 
doctrine of the federal government. 


The hour-long discussion program took

need for troops in Europe. But Mikva, 
who during his two terms in Congress 
voted consistently against military ap- 
propriations bills, said there's no useful 
purpose to keep the troops in Europe and 
the funds could be better spent on do- 
mestic programs.

voted for a number of legislative amend- 
ments that would strip funds from do- 
mestic programs including mass transit 
and benefits for senior citizens. 


Young defended his position by stating 


he has voted to try to keep spending 
down, but that he voted for many of the 
bills which would approve the overall 
programs for those areas. 


Young, who defeated Mikva by a nar- 


row vote margin in 1972, said he voted 
against a $400 million appropriation for 
mass transit because he believes federal 
funds should be used for capital improve- 
ments and not operating subsidies. 


Mikva was also critical of gun control 


legislation sponsored by Young which 
would set standards for the quality of 
hand guns which could be purchased 
here. 


Mikva said the quality tests would 


have little to do with the availability of 
handguns, especially the inexpensive 
handguns known as Saturday Night Spe- 
cials.

EDITH escape 
plan saved this 
family's life . . . 


by JOHN MAES 


An Elk Grove Village family who made a date with EDITH 


about four nnd-n-hnlf years ago managed to avoid a date with 
death when fire struck their two-story home. 


Robert Swiglo, 690 Versailles, and his family were able to 


escape the flames that broke out in the living room of their 
homo about 3:10 a.m. Friday by using an escape plan the 
family mapped out in case of fire. 


When fire did strike, Swiglo, 41, his wife and three children 


used their plan, called EDITH — Exit Drills in the Home — 
by area fire chiefs and went out through their bedroom win- 
dows to safety. 


Swiglo said in en'interview Friday that his wife was 


aroused when a pet hampster became violent in its cage 
sensing the fire. "Then my wife went ahead and called every- 
one and wo used the system with everyone going out their 
bedroom window," he said. 


SWIGLO SAID he and his family members were aided their 


escape by using flashlights that they saved for just such an 
emergency. 


According to department reports, the fire, the exact cause 


of which was undetermined this weekend, spread to a sofa. 
Fire Chief Allen Hulett said burning foam rubber cushion 
padding emitted carbon monoxide fumes that could have been 
fatal had it taken the family too long to flee the house. 


"This was a valuable lesson," said Hulett. "We could have 


easily lost a family of five had they not had an EDITH plan." 


He sold the family could have been doomed if they had 


to escape by going down the stairs and out the front door 
because two or three breaths of the gas could have been fatal. 


SWIGLO SAID he and his wife engineered an escape* plan 


after a friend of his and his family were killed in a fire about 
12 years ago. 


He bought whistles and flashlights with magnetic mountings 


for his children telling them they were to be used only in an 
emergency. 


Swiglo, his wife Shirley, and sons Daniel, 13, and David, 15, 


along with daughter Debbie, 11, were treated for slight smoke 
Inhalation. 


"I Just thank God we're here," according to Swiglo. "If we 


didn't have a plan, we probably wouldn't be." 


"It's not just something they talked about," Hulett said and 


It very likely could have saved their lives.

A blaze touched off by several fire- 


bombs Saturday night destroyed the 
Wheeling High School library. Damage 
to the school could range up to $1 mil- 
lion. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen 


said evidence found at the school, 900 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., indicates that several cola 
bottles filled with a flammable liquid 
were thrown into the building, starting 
the fire. 


One member of the Civil Defense team 


called out to guard the school later said 
it appeared that four or five "Molotov 
cocktails" caused the blaze, which began 
about 11 p.m. 


Wheeling police arrested five teenagers 


who reportedly were part of an unruly 
crowd that threw rocks and bottles at 
police and firemen at the fire scene. No 
one was injured. 


MOST OF THE damage was to the 


school library, located in about the 
middle of the north side of the building. 
Also heavily damaged was an audio-vis- 
ual lab directly west of the library. Two 
classrooms above the library were dam- 
aged slightly by fire and more heavily by 
smoke. 


Apparently, two relatively unsuccessful 


fire bombs were thrown through windows 
of a room located at the northeast corner 
of the building. One of the bombs appar- 
ently extinguished itself when it hit the 
room floor and the second only et fire to 
the window, officials said. 


Thomas Cosgrove, physical plant direc-

Part of this'proof would 
be taking chemical samplings from the 
suspected area.

Wheeling High library

A blaze touched off by several fire- 


bombs Saturday night destroyed the 
Wheeling High School library. Damage 
to the school could range up to $1 mil- 
lion. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen 


said evidence found at the-school, 900 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., indicates that several cola 
bottles filled with a flammable liquid 
were thrown into the building, starting 
the fire. 


One member of the Civil Defense team 


called out to guard the school later said 
it appeared that four or five "Molotov 
cocktails" caused the blaze, which began 
about 11 p.m. 


Wheeling police arrested five teenagers 


who reportedly were part of an unruly 
crowd that threw rocks and bottles at 
police and firemen at the fire scene. No 
one was injured. 


MOST OF THE damage was to the 


school library, located in about the 
middle of the north side of the building. 
Also heavily damaged was an audio-vis- 
ual lab directly west of the library. Two 
classrooms above the library were dam- 
aged slightly by fire and more heavily by 
smoke. 


Apparently, two relatively unsuccessful 


fire bombs were thrown through windows 
of a room located at the northeast corner 
of the building. One of the bombs appar- 
ently extinguished itself when it hit the 
room floor and the second only et fire to 
the window, officials said. 


Thomas Cosgrove, physical plant direc- 


tor of High School Dlst. 214, said Sunday 
the damage total would probably be be- 
tween $500,000 and ft million.

educational standards necessary for re- 
ceiving diplomas will be awarded a cer- 
tificate of attendance entitling them to 
placement in ninth grade. 


• Personal days for certified and non- 


certified staff will not be allowed the day 
before or after a legal holiday nor on 
national holidays that are not being cele- 
brated at the same time as the school 
holiday observation. 


Proposed policy additions Include: 
• That educational reimbursement for 


graduate courses offered on television 
will not be approved. 


• If parents cannot be reached when a 


student sustains an injury at school 
which requires emergency medical treat- 
ment at a medical center or hospital, the 
building principal or school nurse will 
send the child to a medical facility for 
emergency treatment. 


Also Included In the policy proposals is 


a job description for the school nurse. 
Included in her duties as outlined in the 
proposed policy are that the school 
nurse: . 


• Shall participate with the school staff 


in developing and Implementing the total 
school health program. 


• Attend committee meetings and con- 


ferences regarding health service and 
health curriculum. 


• Participate in service training pro- 


grams. 


• Assist in planning the budget for 


health programs and recommend facil- 
ities, equipment, and materials for the 
program. 


• Conduct services Including screening, 


for hearing and vision. 


• Assume responsibility for selecting 


and referring students in need of medical 
and dental care. 


• Maintain, review and interpret medi- 


cal and dental reports including immuni- 
zation status of students. 


• Assume authority in the absence of a 


physician for the care of a student or 
staff member who has suffered Injury or 
emergency illness. 


• Report to parents, school personnel, 


physicians, clinics and other agencies on 
school medical matters.

The firm's first attempt, in 
which it sought rezoning for 4,500 units, 
was turned down by the zoning board in 
a 4 to 2 vote. Before the village board 
voted on the request,, however, the firm 
submitted a revised plan reducing the 
density by 1,800 units. 


ALONG WITH the lower density, the 


new plan spreads an 18-hole golf course 
around the perimeter of the property.

The Richards Group Is scheduled to

The 
five-year-old agreement expires Oct. 20, 
so track officials have said they arc anx- 
ious to get approval of the housing proj- 
ect before the special development condi- 
tions lapse.

A well-known Chicago architect, John 


D. Cordwcll, has been retained by the 
Richards Group to design a housing plan 
on the track property. Cordwell Is known 


for having planned Sandburg Village In 
Chicago, as well as a number of other 
Gold Coast apartment buildings. 


Arthur Glnglod, president of the Rich- 


ards Group, has repeatedly refused to 
comment on the firm's development 
plans. 


A maximum cash contribution to the 


School District of $50 per unit is required 
by the annexation agreement. Terms of 
the donation are to be negotiated with 
village and school officials. 


The race track site Includes 413 acres 


of land at the intersection of Euclid Ave- 
nue and 111. Rte. S3, Only a portion of the 
property is included in the Richards 
Group plan. 


Protestors hit Army Nike plans again

About 300 chanting protesters picketed 


(he Arlington Heights Nlko Base, Central 
and Wilkc Roads, Sunday to voice opposi- 
tion to plans to station Army Reserve 
units at the facility. 


Tho pickets represented about 20 


homeowners associations throughout the 
village, according to Tom McDonnell, of 
the Citizens Committee for Utilization of 
the Nlko Base. 


The committee, an umbrella group, of 


village, park and residents, Is backing 
the Arlington Heights Park District's ef- 
forts to have the base declared surplus 
and deeded over to local control for rec- 
reational use. 


Members of the committee met last 


month In Washington with Eugene E. 
Berg, Undersecretary of tho Army, and* 
local legislators. Berg said after tho 
meeting he would consider halting tho 
scheduled transfer of (ho reserves. 


BERG'S DECISION Is expected In 


about a week. 


Before the rally and picketing, a 


spokesman for the committee said Sun- 
day's activities were designed to "pre- 
cipitate Berg's decision." 


Yesterday marked the second straight 


weekend of picketing of the base. Last 
weekend about 80 residents marched as a 
"warmup" for the larger rally. 


McDonnell said tho turnout was larger 


than expected and termed it a success. 
He said the demonstration Indicated resi- 
dents of tho village do not want tho base 
to continue as military Installation. 


VILLAGE TRUSTEE Richard Durava, 


who attended the rally and signed a peti- 
tion calling for tho Army to vacate tho 


land, said he wasn't sure If the march 
would have any effect on Berg's decision. 


"Who knows with the federal govern- 


ment," he said. 


Alice Harms, another village trustee, 


said the assumption by the village has 
always been that the Army would vacate 
the land. She said the post actions of tho 
village plan commission in keeping the 
area around the base zoned for single- 
family homes rather than commercial in- 
dicated this belief. 


The pickets divided into three groups 


of marchers. One group marched along 
Central Road in front of the fence while 
another group circled the Army Reserve 
gate. 


The third sot of protesters'marched on 


the north side of Central Road. 


THE COMMITTEE'S slogan, "Park 


games in; Army gomes out," was chant- 
ed by the marchers, who were led by 
rally marshals equipped with bullhorns. 


There were no Incidents; however, uni- 


formed personnel from the base chained 
the gate shut. 


Squad cars from the Arlington Heights 


police department occasionally drove by 
tho picketing, but did not stop. 


The crowd was about evenly divided 


between children and adults. Most car- 
ried signs and affixed bumper stickers 
with the committee slogan to their cloth- 
Ing and hats. 


The slogan was also spelled out by 23 


children who carried a sign for each let- 
ter. 


SEVERAL parents brought their in- 


fants in strollers. The strollers as well as 
the children carried the bumper stickers. 


A spokesman for the committee said 


there would be no further picketing or 
rallies until Berg announces his decision. 


The park district hopes to build a $1 


million golf course on the 137-acre site. 
They have retained an architect and ap- 
proved plans for the 18-hoIe course. 


To date, the parks have received 13 


acres outside the perimeter fence. An ad- 
ditional 52 acres, formerly set aside for 
Navy housing, has been declared surplus 
and the park district has made appli- 
cation for the land. 


The remaining 75 acres was manned 


by the National Guard who operated the 
Nike-Hercules missiles as part of the 
Chicago-Detroit air defense corridor. The 
missile program was cut from the feder- 
al budget this year; however, the Army 
announced plans to transfer reserve 
units from Chicago to the base.

A blaze touched off by several fire- 


bombs Saturday night destroyed the 
Wheeling High School library. Damage 
to the school could range up to $1 mil- 
lion. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen 


said evidence found at the school, 900 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., Indicates that several cola 
bottles filled with a flammable liquid 
were thrown into the building, starting 
the fire. 


One member of the Civil Defense team 


called out to guard the school later said 
it appeared that four or five "Molotov 
cocktails" caused the blaze, which began 
about 11 p m. 
, 


Wheeling police arrested five teenagers 


who reportedly were part of an unruly 
crowd that threw rocks and bottles at 
police and firemen at the fire scene. No 
one was injured. 


MOST OF THE damage was to the 


school library, located in about the 
middle of the north side of the building. 
Also heavily damaged was an audio-vis- 
ual lab directly west of the library. Two 
classrooms above the library were dam- 
aged slightly by fire and more heavily by 
smoke. 


Apparently, two relatively unsuccessful 


fire bombs were thrown through windows 
of a room located at the northeast corner 
of the building. One of the bombs appar- 
ently extinguished itself when it hit the 
room floor and the second only et fire to 
the window, •officials said. 


Thomas Cosgrove, physical plant direc- 


tor of High School Dist. 214, said Sunday 
the damage total would probably be be- 
tween $500,000 and si million. Earlier, 


one policeman also offered a $1 million 
damage estimate. No damage estimate 
was available from the fire department. 


THE FIVE ARRESTS were made after 


Cook County Sheriff's police and state 
police were called in to help Wheeling 
police control the partially unruly crowd. 


Four of those arrested were charged 


with disorderly conduct. They were Ke- 
vin F. Doyle, 17, of 16 Oakwood Dr., 
Prospect Heights; Irwln J. Kopecky, 17, 
of an unavailable Wheeling address; 
Donald C. McEwen, 17, of 912 Wilshire 
Dr., Wheeling; and Daniel Crepas, 17, of 
an unavailable Wheeling address. Police 
said all four, who were allegedly identi- 
fied as participants in the rock and bottle 
throwing, were released on bond and will 
appear June 25 in the Arlington Heights 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


THE FIFTH PERSON arrested was 


Mark Torp, 17, of 705 Elmhurst Rd., 
Wheeling. He was charged with aggra- 
vated battery and resisting arrest. Bond- 
ed out, he will appear June 28 in the 
Arlington Heights court. 


The fire itself was extinguished within 


30 minutes Saturday by firemen. One 
fireman, Andy Neargarder, cut his hand 
while fighting the blaze and he received 
six stitches in the hand at Highland Park 
Hospital. Cleanup and preliminary in- 
vestigations lasted until 4:30 a.m. Sun- 
day. Further investigation by police and 
the State Fire Marshal's office resumed 
later Sunday and took several more 
hours. 


Wheeling police said they spent all 


night Saturday unsuccessfully trying to 
discover a motive for the firebombing. 
"We can't find a motive yet," Lt. Ted 
Bracke said.

$500,000 and $1 million estimated damage 
late Saturday at the north end of the 900 
S. Elmhurst Rd. school. Almost totally 
destroyed was the school library, where 
only rows of scorched and blackened 
books remain standing. Also damaged 
was an audio-visual laboratory west of 
the library and two classrooms above the 
library. 


Most classes will be held as usual to-

contributions are coming In "slower than 
expected." The funds raised to date total 
$10,250.

Last month the commission launched a 


campaign of direct mail to SO area per- 
sons and corporations to raise $20,000. 
The mailings were to be followed up by 
personal'visits by commissioners. 


THE MONEY, to be coupled with 


$8,000 already donated by the Arlington 
Heights Arts Council, will go toward ar- 
chitects' fees and models for a proposed 
cultural center, to be located south of the 
Arlington Heights Memorial Library. 


Kenning said the first mailing of 25 ap- 


peals for a donation of at least $1,000 has 
produced "at least two firm com- 
mitments." 


He said the two persons, whom he de- 


clined to name, pledged a total of $2,250.

Smoke detector decision due today 


HUD now requires smoke detectors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Idea of 


smoke or fire detection devices Is not a 
new one, but more and cheaper products 
— some of them oven portable — have 
been coming on the market. Basically 
they all do the same thing: sense the 
presence of poisonous gases or heat, then 
set off a bell or buzzer loud enough to 
wake the soundest sleeper. 


Some mechanisms work only for heat 


while others delect only gases. There are 
others that do both. Protecting against 
poisonous fumes Is an Important consid- 
eration according to fire officials, since a 
fire con smolder long before it gets hot, 
fed on space-ago foam and plastic mate- 
rials that omit silent, choking gases. 


IN APRIL THE Department of Hous- 


ing and Urban Development began re- 
quiring at least one automatic smoke de- 
tector in federal and FHA-bocked hous- 
ing. The regulations require the device to 
be placed near the sleeping areas, or at 


the head of the stairway in two-story 
houses. 


Tho National Fire Protection Assn. 


(NEPA) says the middle of the celling, 
in a hallway outside the bedrooms for 
instance, is the best location. It also sug- 
gests such devices bo tested weekly once 
installed. And while not recommending 
specific brands It urges buyers to check 
the labels when shopping for the Under- 
writers' Laboratories (UL), Factory Mu- 
tual Engineering Corp. (FM) or Under- 
writers' Laboratories of Canada (ULC) 
seals. Tho cost of a detector may bo less 
than $100. 


One witness before a recent govern- 


ment hearing displayed a portable smoke 
detector which he plugs In the wall and 
hangs near the celling each night when 
ho checks Into 'a motel. The witness 
started using the device because he nar- 
rowly escaped death when a color TV set 
caught fire in his motel room and he had 
to crawl along the floor to escape the 
poisonous gases which filled the room. 


The village board's legal committee is 


expected to make a final recommenda- 
tion tonight on a proposed Arlington 
Heights ordinance to require smoke de- 
tectors In homes, apartments and vir- 
tually all other buildings in the village. 


Tho committee is likely to recommend 


enactment of at least parts of the pro- 
posed law. But an attorney, representing 
apartment building owners in the village, 
has asked that detectors not be required 
In existing apartment units. 


The proposed ordinance would make 


Installation of home smoke detectors 
mandatory at the time the house Is sold, 
or remodeled. 
, 


The saucer-shaped devices manufac- 


tured for the home are about the size of 
a light fixture and currently cost be- 
tween $50 and $75. 


The average cost for installing a 


smoke detection" system in apartment 
buildings Is about $100 per dwelling unit. 


Most other buildings, Including schools, 


hotels,, motels, churches, warehouses, 
factories-and offices also would be cov- 
ered by the proposed ordinance. 


The detectors are desiped to. pick up 


smoke and gas from a fire and alert oc- 
cupants of the building. The alarms are 
especially valuable, fire prevention offi- 
cials say, at night when residents In a 


known theater consultant. He envisioned 
a two-phase theater with an expanding 
seating capacity of 500 to 1,800. 


WHEN THE expansion seats are not 


in use, Izneour said the area could be 
used as a lecture hall, display area or 
art gallery.

Part of the fun of looking for antiques 


is discovering an antique shop some- 
where, perhaps hidden In a small prairie 
town or down the street in the older part 
of a village. 


Irene Taylor of 202 N. Brighton, Arling- 


ton Heights has found all the antique 
shops in this area and has listed them in 
her antique guide, which for the past six 
years, has become a bible for collectors. 


"The Guild to Northern Illinois Antique 


Shops '74," contains more than 200 list- 
ings of shops from Hinsdale to Williams 
Bay, Wis. and from Lake Bluff to Union. 
Each year Mrs. Taylor discovers a few 
more shops and adds them in her next 
edition. 


"I'll drive around and distribute my 


booklets, and I'd find another shop I 
haven't seen before," she said. 


THE GUIDE STARTED as an art proj- 


ect. Mrs. Taylor, a graduate of the 
American Academy of Art in Chicago, 
held several art jobs in the city before 
she married. She kept an old proofpress 
down in the basement, and one day, with 
her imagination ablaze, she started to set 
type. 


"I wanted something to print and de- 


cided to print a list of antique shops," 
she said. "Actually, I wasn't an 'antique 
collector then." 


In the guilde Mrs. Taylor lists all an-N 
tiquc stores and doesn't charge them for 
the listings. She notes the store with the 
rings at the sidewalk for hitching horses 
or the shop where actor Paul Newman 
spent the night. 


Tho shops are listed by town, with ad- 


dresses, directions to get there and their 
specialty. Flea markets and antique 
shows are listed. She also mentions the 
store that has reopened after being bull- 
dozed by a truck. 


HER FIRST EDITION, called "Where 


It's At," was given away, with no profit 
in mind. Each copy was rolled out by 
hand. Her husband, Cedl, an art director 
for a Chicago trade magazine, designed 
a woodcut cover and the delicate inlay 
pages. It was just done for fun, she said. 


"I gave them to my friends who took 


t h e m to bazaars," Mrs. Taylor 
said. The guides, 300 of them, went like 
hotcakes. people called her up for more, 
so she put out another edition the follow- 
ing year. 


As the years went by, Mrs. Taylor 


found she had to put a little more work 
into her books. Dealers wanted to adver- 
tise. So she went to shop owners and 
talked to them about the ads. 


Shops openod and closed and new 


shops sprouted quietly throughout the 
area. Mrs. Taylor went off looking for 
them on afternoons while her two chil- 
dren, Ken and Amy, were at school. 


SHE ACTS AS artist and writer. She 


solicit ads, designs them and sends out 
bills. After the printing, she 'goes to the 
book stores and talks buyers into carry- 
ing her guides. 


"It never meant to be this way," she 


said. "I never dreamed this would all 
happen." 


The 300 copies she printed each year 


weren't enough to go around so Mrs. 
Taylor upped the printing to 3,000 copies. 
Because of the great number of copies 
Involved, she abandoned hand-rolling the 
pages, but she still hand-sets the type. 


This year, the cover of her guide is a 


photograph of antiques borrowed from 
friends. Her husband found a copper col- 
ored backdrop and photographed the 
items in the basement of their home. 


ALTHOUGH HER GUIDE is in its 


sixth year, Mrs. Taylor says she is just 
"starting out" in antiques. 


"You don't have to know a lot about 


antiques to buy," she said. "Most people 
just beginning buy what's pleasing to 
them. 


"It takes a long time to learn about it 


and then you can never learn everything. 
Antique dealers usually have their own 
specialty." 


Why do people collect antiques? Of 


course there's the nostalgia, she said. 
People like to invest and collect valuable 
pieces. 


"I've got this far-out "theory," Mrs. 


Taylor said. "Maybe some of us have 
used these antiques before, in another 
life. It's a far-out idea as I said before, 
but maybe some of us believe that." 
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
